“The Navy Department will need 
the support of the country and 
the press to carry on at Lako- 
hurst,” said the statement. “Lieu- 


tenant-Commander Lansdowne and 
his officers and men gave their 
lives for the cause. Let the coun- 
try give its support to the Navy 
Department an@ their sacrifice may 
not be in vain.” The battle with 
elements early Thursday morning 
which left the once-preud “daugh- 
iter of the stars” brok@h and écat- 
tered over the terrain of the Alleg- 
heny foothille and which brought 
death to fourteen members of the 
gallant crew was declared by Capt. 
Steele as constituting “an epic in 
the annals of aviation.” 

“I am sure that everything was 
done that could have en done 
by officers and crew. That she met 
disaster, I believe, was no fault of 
her construction, or of her oper- 
ators,” he declared. 

The issuance of the statement 
marked only the slightest pause in 
the inquiry being .enducted along 
two separate lines by the Navy De- 
partment. Capt. Steele and Com- 
mander J. H. Kiein and their fel- 
low-officials immediately took up 
their work again. Rear-Admiral C.: 
W. Dyson, inspector-genera! of the 
Navy Department and chief of the 
Bureau of Engineering, was mak- 
ing an investigation simultaneously. 
but separately. He will report 
directly to Secretary of the Navy 
Wilbur. His special observation is 
to be concentrated on possible 
weakness in the construction ma- 
terlals of the wrecked dirigible. 

It was definitely established in 
the investigation made today that 
the airship buckled amidships by 
the force of the gale and broke 
into two sections, one section free- 
Lallooning over a hazardous and 
circuitous course to a hillside rest- 
ing-place, twelve miles away: the 
other settling more immediately to 
the earth.

Barbary states had imposed upon 
the world. It was Commodore 
Rodgers who, in the frigate Presi- 


ty-gun sloop-of-war “Little Belt,” 
on May 17, 1811, at a time when 
we were nominally at peace with 
England. The sound beating which 
he gave this ship was « matter of 
Gelight to Americans of the day, 
but very awkward for the State 
Department. It is believed that 
Rodgers wished to avenge the un- 
called-for attack upon the Chesa- 
peake and the interference with 
American ships by British ships. 
The song of the day had it: 
“On Thursday morn we saw @ sail, 
Well armed with gun and swivel; 
Says "We'll chase and 
il 


And see if she'll be civil.” 

At the end of the war with 
Tripoli Commodore Rodgers con- 
tinued to be the leading officer of 
the Navy in active service, com- 
mending fleets at sea, important 
shore stations and navy bureaus. 
During the war of 1812 he eruised 
im the President and without a 
major ship engagement took twen- 
ty-three prises and contributed 
largely to the distress of the ene- 
my and the diversion of his forces. 
When British sallors and marines 
landed near Baitimore, Rodgers 
engaged them gallantly with bilue- 
jackets, a service which the grate- 
ful city always remembered. 


SONS IN CIVIL WAR 


Commodore Rodgers continued in 
active service until his death in 
1838, and by reason of his many 
years as head of the Navy he was 
one of the most widely known pub- 
lic men of his day. 

Two of the Commodore's sons, 
Rear-Admiral John Rodgers and 
Col. Robert 8S. Rodgers, served with 
distinction during the Civil War, 
as did two of his sons-in-law, Gen. 
Montgomery C. Meigs and Col. J. 
N. acomb, and two grandsons, 
Maj. John Rodgers Meigs and Lieut. 


Frederick Rodgers, and two 
nephews, Commander Cc. R. P. 
Rodgers and Commander G. W. 


Rodgers. Maj. Meigs was chief 
engineer of the Army of the Shen- 
oah, and wae killed near Harri- 
gsenburg in Virginia in 1864. Com- 
mander G. W. Rodgers was killed 
eu board the Catekill in an attack 
on Fort Sumter in August, 186¢3. 
Rear-Admiral John Rodgers oft- 
en was spoken of as one of the 
“erack”™ seamen of the Navy. He 
was born in 1812 and it was he who 
im 1871 landed the first American 
armed force in Asia. These were 
eallors and marines from the Asi- 
atic fiectp who destroyed the forts 
at the mouth of the Salee River in 


Other distinguished officers of 
this family are Rear - Admiral 
Frederick Rodgers, a grandson of 
the Commodore; Rear-Admiral 
John A. Rodgers and Admiral Wi!l- 
Ham L. Rodgers, a son of Admirai 
Jehn Rodgers.

Quoting from the New York 
Times, Mr. Hammond explained 
that his purpose in perfecting the 
new plane had been to give the 
player contro] over the notes after 
the keys had been struck. By the 
use of reflectors set inside the in 
strument and controlied by a 
fourth pedal, it hasibeen possible 
to build up a tremendous sonority 
and the tones might be allowed 
to escape with any degree of sub- 
lety. 

To overcome the lUmitations of 
the piano, Mr. Hammond cover 
the entire top of a sound-proof 
case with liel revolving slate, 
which can opened or closed at 
the will of the player by the ex- 
tra pedal. Since the case is sound- 
proof the tone can be built up 
within the piano, and then per- 
mitted to escape at will. The re- 
flectors can return *o the sound- 
ing board a large degree of energy 
imparted to the strings by the. mu- 
sicilan. There ia no change in the 
appearance of the piano, with the 
exception of a deeper case, nor is 
the notation of the music different. 

A well-known musician, who 
heard Mr. Donahwe play the  in- 
strument at Gloucester, enumer- 
ated the added qualities as fol- 
lows: The increased sonority; its 
capability of maintaining as a 
straight dynamic line the effect of 
undying tone; the differentiation of 
melodic passages from accompan!-

“You certainly canne! assume 
that in referring to ‘fake mediume 
Clifford Trotter or any member of 
our department was making a per- 
sonal attack on you or your or 
ganization. There is no cause for 
indignation on your part, and if 
members of your association are 
really able to read sealed ballots, 
due to occult powers or special 
gifte not granted *o ordinary 
dividuals, you should be proud in- 
deed, and easily able to demon- 
strate the fact to any persons who 
have been skeptical,” Chief Heath 
concluded.

CONTRACTS LET 


First Awards in $25,000,000 
Metropolitan System 


Completion of Project in 
Two Years Expected 


New District Formed to 
Join in Project ° 


Award of approximately $25,000 
in contracts yesterday marked the 
start of work on Los Angeles 
new metropolitan sewer 
system, a network ef trunk-line 
sewers connecting with an ocean 
outfaN. The huge program will 
cost, when completed, nearly $25,- 
000,000, for which more than $10,- 
000,000 already has been voted. 

In County Sanitation District No. 
2, Ivan J. Bukvic was awarded the 
contract for laying lines beneath 
the Union Pacific Railroad crossa- 
ing on Telegraph Roady while in 
district No. 1, Lawrence Massa re- 
ceived the contract for construc- 
tion of a trunk-line sewer through 
the city of Maywood, costing $17,- 
669. These two jobs mark the first 
actual work on the system, which 
was designed less than two years 
ago by County Sanitation Engineer 
A.. K. Warren. In both instances 
work was undertaken at this time 
so that new paving jobs would not 
later be torn up. 

Two years ago the Btate Legisia- 
ture passed a law making it pos- 
sible for communities to join in 
the construction of trunk-line sew- 
ers having a common outfall into 
the ocean at White's Point. Dis- 
tricts in the southern part of Los 
Angeles county already have voted 
bonds for the work, while tn the 
eastern and northern portion, dis- 
trict No. 7 is being formed to in- 
clude eighteen communities of ‘the 
San Gabriel Valley. 

With action now under way in 
letting of contracts, it was pre- 
digted yesterday that actual con- 
struction would be rushed and that 
the entire system could be Duilt 
within eighteen months or two 
vears. Practically all of Los An- 
geles county then will be thor- 
oughly equipped with a means of 
sewage disposal. ‘

NEW PLANE 
BOTH FLIES 
AND SAILS 


English Airmen Soon Will 
Test All-Metal Craft .as 
“Eyes” of Fleet 


(BY DISPATCH! 

LONDON, Sept. 5.—An airplane, 
which is both a flying and «a salling 
ship, has just been completed for 
the British government and soon 
will be handed over to the Royal 
Air Force for trials, it was learned 
today. Special masts and seils of 
light material, more than 1000 
square feet in @ll, will enable the 
airplane quickly to be converted 
into a trim sailing ship should its 
two 460-horsepower Napier en- 
gines fail to work and force it to 


descend. 

The plane ts expected to reduce 

materially the dangers of long 
flights over large bodies of water. 
and if proven succéssful should 
encourage numerous attempts to 
fly to the United States. Experts 
describe the fiying boat as “very 
remarkable.” It was designed by 
Dr. Rohrbach, a German engineer. 
Wood, wires and fabric have not 
been used, and the original idea Is 
to develop the planes for open-sea 
reconnaissance work with the fleet. 
The plane is a four-seater and the 
whole structure is protected by a 
special process against the corro- 
sive action of the sea. 
Another advantage derived from 
the all-duralumin structure is that 
mechanics can walk to all parts 
of the plane without fear of Mm te 
ing it and even while it ts resting 
on the water, mechanics can stand 
on the wings and make repairs. 
Likewise the engines can  0be 
reached when the boat is in flight. 
If the tests prove satisfactory the 
planes, it is said, will be used as 
“eyes” of the British navy.

STRUGGLE STARTS 

Rountree then dashed into the 
cabin and both officers struggied 
with the prisoner, who showed 
superhuman strength. They suc- 
ceeded in getting one handcuff 
upon him, when Woodside grabbed 
a gun from Trafton’s pocket. 

Firing twice point biank 
Rountree, who died 
Woodside then turned the gun on 
Sheriff Trafton and shot him twice 
just below the heart. Although 
desperately wounded, the Sheriff 
was able to get the gun away from 
Woodside and shot him in the 
head. 

Both officers had held their posi- 
tions as Sheriff and undersheriff 
for twenty-six years. They were 
regarded as among the most cap- 
able officers in the district.

His late start is an exact dup)i- 
cate of his fatner’s career.

The 
father war 29 years of age, when 
Jack Dempsey, the nonpareil, 
stood between him and the middle- 


weight title. 

Today You Bob, at 29, finds 
another Jack mpsey standing 
between tim and the heavyweight 
title. There never was a more 
complet? parallel up to this point 
-—@ven to names and age. Old Bob 
knocked out the nonparell in 1891, 
on January 14, at New Orleans, in 
thirteen rounds. 

Fits was nearly 35 years of age 
when he beat Jim Corbett for the 
world’s heavyweight champion- 
ship. He. was a few days over %7 
when Jim Jeffries took the title 
from him—knocked him out in 
eleven rounds at Coney Island 
June 9, 1889. Fits was past 40

A rich harvest and a prosperous year 
for those engaged in husbandry in South- 


-|@rn Qalifornia, and particularly in Los An- 


geles county, are fully indicated by the re- 
ports of experts as to most of the crops 
grown on farm or in orchard in this great 
agricultural empire. Strikingly significaat 
is the remarkable fact set forth in these 
reports that, despite the unprecedented lack 
of rain which has made the past three 
years the driest period of that length in 
the history of the Southland, our crops this 
year are the most valuable in the annals of 
this, the richest county in the United 
States. 

Scoffers at Southern California—those 
who have characterized it as a natur- 
ally “arid country,” or as a desert in which 
crops could be produced only 


rainfall—are utterly refuted by the extra- 
ordinary showing of this year in the 
face of what might be deemed a natural 


*Thandicap of the most serious nature. The 


reports of our golden harvest, in some re- 
spects the richest. yet gathered in all these 


manently of that ancient calumny. 
Looking at the results, both realized and 


this long period of little rain vould not have 
happened under present tillage conditions 
in any of the Eastern or Middle Western 
States. For there drought always spells 
disaster, while here, with our ample prep- 
aration for the artificial application of wa- 
ter, there is no failure of crops, and, as wit- 
nessed by the reports for this year, there 
has been an actual increase in many cases. 

A return of $85,000,000 to Southern Call- 
fornia citrus-fruit growers, the highest ever 
received, is estimated by the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce in its September 
field report, together with a 30 per cent in- 
crease in walnut production and a consider- 
ably larger cotton yield than that of last 
year, as well as bright prospects for other 
crops not fully harvested. 

Imperial Valley, where some of the ear- 
liest crops in the State are produced, has 
held its own despite unfavorable weather 
conditions. Cantaloupe growers and ship 
pers are wel] pleased with their returns. 
When the last melon car had rolled out of 
the valley it was found that the total move- 
ment, including that of casabas and honey 
dews, was 14,220 carloads taken from 27,559 
acres, and that the gross sales had amount- 
ed to $12,000,000, giving the growers a profit 
of over $3,500,000. Imperial Valley also 
makes a fine cotton showing, and will mer- 
ket a goodly part of the total of 102,000 
bales which the State statistician estimaces 
as representing California’s yield this year. 

Aside from the unprecedented value of 
the citrus crop this year there is every !n- 
dicatfon of unusually large returns to the 
producers of deciduous fruits. For the first 
time {n the history of the peach industry 
the Southland growers are being paid high- 
er prices for their fruit than those prevail- 
ing in Northern California. The success of 
their friendly rivalry should greatly stima- 
late the industry. One of Los Angeles 
county’s big fruit crops is that of Antelope 
Valley pears, which have yielded fairly well 
despite unfavorable conditions. There have 
been large and valuable crops of plums and 
berries, as well as other fruits, and, on the 
whole, the orchards of Los Angeles county 
and all Southern California are making a 
splendid showing, while general farm and 
dairy products are holding up well. 

The farmer and orchardist of this highly 
favored region have developed their indus- 
tries and marketed their crops by methods 
whi¢h prove what can be done where agri- 
cultural effort is intelligent, scientific and 
businessiike. These methods are not dif- 
ficult to follow. They are the result of ex- 
perience in this particular field, and the 
newcomer, if he has sufficient capital to 
make a good start, readily may avail him- 
self of the fruits of that experience and 
profit-by them. Here he will find the farm- 
er enjoying all the comforts and most of 
the luxuries now deemed essential to our 
American. standards of living. He will see 
a splendid system of roadways leading to 
markets where co-operative organizations 
handle the products of the soil with the ut- 
most dispatch and economy, thus eliminat- 
ing the elements of waste and loss seen in 
so many other agricultural regions. 

Best of all, the newcomer will find in 
the mild climate many blessings not to be 
enjoyed in regions of rigorous winters, or 
where he may never look upon lofty moun- 
tains or stand upon the wave-washed shores 
of the blue sea—prospects that will invite 
his soul and fill it with joy and peace. 


WAPPING PEDAGOGUES

students against the imbecility of peda- 
gogues.” 

In view of some of the freak theortes 
that occasionally appear in print as ema- 
nating from supposedly high educational 
sources, whether Mr. Mencken is right or 
wrong, it can do no harm to consider what 
he offers on the subject. 

He asserts that there is a growing real- 
ization by a “minority of intelligent stu- 
dents” that American universities, and es- 
pecially State universities, are becoming 
too large, that they are now unable to se- 
cure sufficient competent professors to fill 
the chairs and that “their huge bulk and 
immense funds make them tempting fields 
for politicians, both of the usual sort and 
the pedagogical sort.” The revolt, as he 
sees it, is occasionef by the situation where, 
for instance, the student may find that the 
psychology professor, to whom “he is 
doomed to listen, is an ass,” and to escape 
from him by transferring to another uni- 
versity is only “comparable to having his 
appendix’ out or getting a divorce.” 

He suggests that memDership in one uni- 
versity be made membership ifn all, so that 
time spent in-iny one of them woyld re- 
ceive credit in any other. Thus a student 
might receive his degree from any one of 
the universities in the chain, as is done in 
some European countries. He writes that 


“the advantage of this system would be to) 


deliver the student of unusual intelligence 
from his present bondage to incompetence. 
As things stand now he is tied toa system 
that can only have the effect of knocking 
the enthusiasm out of him.”

RANCE’S COLONIAL EMPIRE 

That, trrespective of the outcome of 
the present campaign against the Riffs, the 
attempt of France, under the Third Repub- 
lic, to establish an African empire is 
doomed to eventual failure, even as were 
the hopes of an Indian empire under Louis 
XV and a North American empire under 
Louls XIII is the opinion of Dr. Charles 
Sarolea of Edinburgh University, eminent 
historian of European imperialism, writing 
in the Contemporary Review. 

France’s colonial ambitions had their rise 


of 1870. It was a time of great commercial 
expansion throughout all Burope, leading 
to a scramble for new territories and 
spheres of influence. England and Ger- 
many were prompted by the need of wider 
markets. France had the added incentive 
of finding in colonial activity a measure of 
compensation for wounded national pride. 

Imperialists, sighing for further worlds 
to conquer, found only the “dark continent” 
still undivided: They did not hesitate. En- 
gland secured the most favored regions, the 
south and east. France seized the north, 
west and center, leaving the Congo to Bel- 
gium. 

There are said to be four factors essen- 
tial to modern colonization: the initiative 
and daring of pioneers, the financial and 
military assistance of governments, the co- 
operation of private capital and the pres- 
ence of a large body of settlers. 

French adventurers and ploneers have 
not been wanting in Africa. Since 1870 
explorers and military adventurers in a 
steady stream have devoted their lives to 
its development. Many of the famous gen- 
erals of the great war—Joffre, Gallieni, 
Marchand, Gouraud, Mangin, Layautey— 
spent long years in colonial service. 

The state has expended thousands of 
millions of francs. Railroads, highways, 
bridges have been built; forests have been 
cleared; native troops have been trained. 
Half a million superb African fighting men 
served in French trenches during the war. 

But the French investor has kept his 
money,in the traditional stocking or else 
has loaned it on comparatively safe gov- 
ernmental securities. There are no great 
French companies such as the British Ni- 
ger Company, the South African or Rhode- 
sian companies. 

And Frenchmen have not gone to Africa 
to make their homes. Only about one-half 
of 1 per cent of a population of 60,000,000 
is French. .The reason is not far to seek: 
France has no surplus people. It used to 
be said that England had both colonies and 
colonists; Germany, colonists but no colo- 
nies; and France colonies but no colonists. 
Such is still the case. 

Finally, France has secured the worst 


monds, no motton. Moreover, the na- 
tives in Morocco, Algeria and Tunis are 
more advanced than most African peoples. 
They are of the indomitable Berber race, 
whose ancestors made trouble for the Ro- 
mans—the race which created the glories 
of the Alhambra of Granada and the Mosque 
of Cordova. They are warlike and not in- 
clined for long to submit without resistance 
to the yoke of the invader, no matter how 
lightly that yoke may seem to sit. The 
denseness of the population is a further 
drawback. Colonization is usually most 
successful where the extermination of the 
subject races is most nearly complete.

Huntington Acquires Rare 
Old Canvases 


Four English Paintings Cost 
More Than $1,000,000 
Hang in Gallery Some Day 
to be Public's

Henry E. Huntington has aug- | 
mented his collection of eighteenth | 
century English paintings with four | 
canvases, a Gainsborough. a Rey- | 
nolds, a Constable and a Romney. 


Although the pictures arrived 
several weeks ago and were hung 
tn Mr. Huntington's home at San 
Marino, which some day will be- 
come a gallery open to the public, | 
nothing has been known publicly 
| about the matter until this time. 
The four paintings were purchased 
through Sir Joseph Duveen, and 
were brought here by the noted 
London dealer in person, who «pent 
a few days as Mr. Huntington's 
guest. 

The noted American collécter | 
now has five Gainsboroughs and | 
ten Reynoldses. The four new pic- 
tures are notable additions to the. 
remarkable Huntington collection 
almost exclusively of the eigh- 
teenth and early nineteenth cen- 
tury school of English painters 
whose fidelity to detall makes their 
products the ever-livirg record of 
the flesh and blood and handsome | 
dress of that period. ) 

The American railroad builder, | 
now retired, lives on his country 
place near Los Angeles in a house 
that is literally filled with art treas- 
urés, not only paintings, but tap- 
estries and china of the styles ee- 
ular in the day of Gainsborough, 
Fielding, Johnson and Swift; Burke 
and Washington. Near the Hunt- 
ington. home is the library whose 
rare records in time will be thrown 
open to the public. 

The four peintings—the most no- 
table purchase by Mr. Huntington 
‘since the “Blue Boy” was brought 
to Los Angeles from London—are 
known in art circles to have cost 
Mr. Huntington a handsome figure. 
considerably in excess of $1,000,000. 
| Perhaps the most interesting of 
| the four is Thomas Gainsborough’'s 
'“Professor Abel.” This is a char- 
notes pictuse of the noted old Eng- 
| lish maestro. He sits at a table 
writing “musick” whilst his vio- 
loncello leans against his knee. A 
dog (Gainsborough’'s own dog was 
' the model,) rests at the music mas- 
(ter’s feet. This painting came into 
Sir Joseph's hands from the col- 
lection of George Jay Gould. 

In Sir Joshua Reynolds's “Geor- 
giana, Duchess of Devonshire,”’ Mr. 
Huntington has obtained another 
large paintings of British 
womanhood in the rugged days of 
the Georges. To inspect the paint- 
ings In his galleries, the modern eye 
is struck by the strong features, the 
large hands and feet, the latent 
strength of those English’ aristo- 
crats; strength that they had fresh- 
ly inherited from armor-wearing 
and lance-bearing ancestors. 

The Duchess in white gown and |, 
white powdered head-dress stands | 
against a background of rich foll-' 
age. The realism is perfect-— 
“prick the flesh with a pin and the 
blood will run.” The canvas is 
from the of Spencer's collec- 
tion. 

The George Romney ts a “Mrs.

He attended the Canton High 
Bchool, Colorado Agricultural Col- 
lege, and finally graduated from 
the University of TIillinols law 
school in 1923._having made the 
Sigma Nu and Gamma Eta Gamma 
fraternities.

Graham has been a radio\fan 
from the first and his frst attempt 
at broadcasting was for the bene- 
fit of friends lMstening in back in 
Iilinois varsity days, when he sang 
old-fashigned songs, college dit- 
ties and popular melodies of the 
day. He began regular radio work 
from Station KHJ, Los Angeles, 
in January, 1934, and attained 
great popularity with Southern 
California enthusiasts.

BINOCULAR COIL POPULAR 

No recent radio development has 
been so universcally indorsed or so 
widely copied as the binocular coil. 
Binocular coils in combination with 
straight-line frequency condensers 
constitute the backbone of tuned 
stages. Binocular coils are devoid 
of external field, shutting out the 
bothersome effects of powerful cur- 
rents usually experienced with sin- 
gle cylindrical coils when operating 
a receiver close to a broadcasting 
station. These coils contribute 
largely to the extreme selectivity 
and stability of operation found in 
the synchrophase type hook-up. 
Absence of external magnetic field 
permits the use of a loop, hereto- 
fore found impractical in multi- 
stage frequency amplifiers due to

UNION WITH WILD ACCLAIM 


RIGHT was that September 


BY BAILEY MILLARD 


day seventy five years ago when the star of California 


was added to the flag. It was on the ninth day of the ninth month of 1850, two 
years after the discovery of gold in Sutter’s millrace, that she was admitted to the 
glorious sisterhood of States, thus making true the dream of Webster and Clay. 

The Diamond Anniversary of California’s Statehood is an event which her people 
will celebrate with joy and pride, and to which those of other States will look with 


more than passing interest, for they know California as a land of romance whose 


name is famous in song and story, and they know the speed and spirit of her people. 


Red-shirted miners were wash-‘ 


ing gold from the gulches of tne 
foothills on the day of California's 
admission to the Union; vaqueros 


were herding the cattle in the val- 
leys, and the padres were piously 
counting their beads or instructing 
their Indian neophytes: feverish 
men in nolsy gambling halls were 
playing for high stakes; ships were 
sailing in through the Golden Gate 
bringing thousands of new jgold 
seekers, and in all this sunset land 
there was none who knew that in 
faraway Washington the seal of 
executive approval had been placed 
upon the application of California 
to join the galaxy of States. 

It took forty days to send the 
message of the admission—a mes- 
sage that today could have been 
flashed in as many seconds. But 
the news came to the people of 
this Coast through the slow proc- 
esses of those times. Not until 
October 18, when the steamer Ore- 
gon entered the harbor of San 
Francisco with flying colors and 
booming guns did they know. But 
when they knew, what yells of joy 
went up from manly throats, what 
cheers from fair women, what flag 
raisings, and what general jubi- 
lee! 

Immediately a big crowd gath- 
ered in the Plaza, and there were 
gratulatory speeches and i wild 
“hoorays.” Then there was a rush 
for the most glittering and spa- 
cious saloon in the town, where 
gallons of champagne were guzziled 
down. 

Everybody had to drink and 
drink in regular time. _ The hilari- 
ous company, largely composed of 
business men in tall silk hats and 
frock coats, was roughly organized 
in squads. Amid a fusillade of 
cork poppings esquad after squad 
marched up to the long bar, bent 
the merry elbow, drank to the new 
State of California, and fell back 


Pwanted to be the first to tell the 
people there of the great event. 
There were two lines of stgges 
running from San Francisco to 
San Jose, a distance of fifty miles. 
The Governor and some of his 
friends piled into one coach and a 
rival party into the other. Away 
they flew at breakneck speed on a 
record run over the dusty, rutty 
road to the capital. As the sway- 
ing coaches raced along, passing 


village, hamlet and ranch house. 


ithe people rushed out to see what 


all the racket was about. And 
right heartily did they cheer when, 
without halting, thé passengers 
yelled to them the glad tidings, 
“California is admitted to the 
Union!” 

In San Jose, which the Gover- 
nor's coach reached first, the news 
was received with joy. and the only 
reason why the wine flowed less 
freely there than in San Fran- 
cisco was because there was lets 
of it to flow. 

It was several days before the 
news reached Los Angeles, then a 
town of about 2000 inhabitants, 
mostly Mexicans and Indians, but 
the few Americans here made up 
for their lack of numbers by their 
joyful appreciation, and their cele- 
bration was as hearty as elsewhere 
in the State. 

Los Angeles had been the scene 
of stormy evénts, including battles 
and bloodshed, before the Ayneri- 
can flag Nad waved over the old 
Plaza, but by 1850 the Mexicans 
had settled down quite peaceably 
and their relations with their con- 
querors were amicable enough.

In San Francteco, then a city of 
25,000 population, there was «4 
grand celebration on October 29. 
eleven days after the big news

came. All the buildings were gayly 
decorated. Flags waved from every 


staff and there were salvos of artil-. 


lery. There was a long parade, & 
feature of which was a company of 
brightly dressed Chinese. 

In the evening there were bon- 
fires on the hills and on the islands 
of the bay. Fireworks sizzled and 
sparkled and, at the biggest ball 
ever witnessed in California up to 
that time, gay couples waltzed 
the peep dawn. 

Nearly every historian who has 
told how Californta attained State- 
hood has likened her to Minerva, 
who sprang full-panoplied from the 
brow of Jove. She never had euch 
a Territorial novitiate as was expe- 
rienced by all the other Western 
States. She Jumped into the Union 
with both feet, all of a sudden, 
in the most irregular and, as some 
annalisate have eaid, illegal way. 
She may be said to have had no 
geographical existence save as «a 
name, for her boundaries were un- 
defined. 


By the treaty of Guadalupe Hi- 
dalgo at the end of the Mexican 
War, California became part of the 
public domain, but beyond its mill- 
tary occupancy Congress took se 
particular interest in it and was 
appealed to in vain to set up some 
sort of popular government, 

Many of the old Mexican laws 
were still in force, and the others 
were chiefly those of arms. If a 
man wanted land he went out and 
took possession of it and held i 
with his riffle. 


Mining-Camp Methods 


The calling of the constitutional 
convention of 1849 and the as- 
sumption by the men elected to 
office under its authority were 
wholly without Federal warrant or 
sanction, and the procedure 
smacked of mining-camp methods, 
but the people claimed the right to 
set up a State government of their 
own in the absence of action by 
Congress, and they went about the 
business in a matter-of-fact way.

By 1850 the United States had se- 
cured title to the greater portion 
of the territory west of the Mis- 
sissippi; there remaining then to 
come under our flag but one large 
area, Alaska, and a small one, the 
Gadsden purchase in Southern 
Arizona and New Mexico. The 
main geographical features of this 
vast area had been discovered; the 
Spaniards had commenced send- 
ing expeditions by land and sea 
into the Southwest more than 300 
years before the discovery of gold 
in our State, and trappers from 
Canada and the United States and 
government explorers had crossed 
the entire area. But one large riv- 
er, the Colorado, was unknown 
for a considerable portion of its 
course. Nearly sixty years had 
passed since Gray-had entered the 
Columbla River.

000. In the area to the west of 
the Rocky Mountains, California 
with about 100,000 inhabitants was 
the most populous section: New 
Mexico with 62,000 second; Oregon 
including also what is now Wash- 
ington and Idaho and portions of 
Montana and Wyoming, 13,000;

Nevada, Wyoming and Colorado, 
11,400. In our State the most 
thickly settled counties, excluding 
San Francisco, were to be found 
in the gold belt of the Sierras. 
Eldorado had, when the census 
was taken, about six times as 
many people as Los Angeles -coun- 
ty, while the combined population 
of the latter county with that of 
San Diego and Santa Barbara was 
less than a third of that of Cala- 
veras. The entire population of the 
trans-Miesissippi West in 1850 
was about 2,000,000 or about the 
same as that of the Coast counties 
of Southern California of the pres- 
ent. 


St. Louls was not only the lead- 
ing city of the West but the larg- 
est city between Cincinnati and 
the Pacific. In 1850 it had a popu- 
lation of about 78,000, more than 
twice that of Chicago and about 
the sameée as that of San Diego 
in 1920. In the ahort period since 
the discovery of gold in 1848, San’ 
Francisco had grown from an ob- 
scure place to the second city of 
the West in population; it was then 
the fastest growing city in. the 
Union and threatened the suprem- 
acy of St. Louls. Bacramento was 
racing with the leading gold camps 
for the honor of being known as 
the second city of the State; it had 
a population of about 7000. Salt 
Lake took the place of the Denver 
of today as the most important 
city of the Rocky Mountain dis- 
trict.

The National Geographic S8oci- 
ety’s participation in Polar explor- 
ation began with its co-operation 
in the Wellman Expedition in 1898, 
culminated in its support of, 
Peary’s expedition, which reached 
the Pole, and continues in its spon- 
sorship of MacMillan in his effort 
to clear the mystery of the North's 
last great “blind spot.” 

Wellman’s party sailed from 
Tromso, Norway, to Franz Josef 
land. There they spent the win- 
ter, a single night of 127 days. At 
times the moon gave a light al- 
most as bright as that of a winter 
day in temperate zones, enabling 
the party to take excellent pic- 
tures. Their explorations on Franz 
Josef Land, then virtually terra in- 
cognita, were important. 


Waters from Two Poles 


The party's report abounded in 
fascinating geographical observa- 
tions. For example: 

“Just as the Gulf Stream is the 
product of piling up Masses of wa- 
ter within the Gulf of Mexico by 
trade winds of the southern hem- 
lephere, so the Aretie current 
which brings the icy water down 
into the Atlantic from the Polar 
is the product of northern 
at the 


meeting of the waters from the 
two poles of our earth. 

“This constant movement of the 
waters brings to Arctic shores from 
the headwaters of Siberian rivers 
masses of driftwood for fuel and 
building purposes. It seems to us 
a remarkable beneficence of Nature 
that we should find timber from 
the interior of Asia to put into 
our little hut, and to burn with 
blubber for our fires 1000 miles 
above the tree limit and within 
600 miles of the North Pole.” 

What is the use Arctic explo- 
ration? What is the use of cour- 
age, of high adventure, of seeking 
the unattainable? 

“The layman doesn't realize how 
many secrets of science the Far 
North holds,” said MacMillan. ““Ev- 
ery sporteman, every farmer, every 
civilized human being, in short, 
has been benefited and is yet to be 
bevefited by the facts about birds, 
flowers, fish, rocks, magnetism and 
meteorology which can only be 
learned in the Arctic. 

“Put all these aside. however, 
and the literature of Arctic explo- 
ration, as a noble recital of human 
courage, loyalty and resourceful- 
~ sg would justify Arctic explora- 
tion.”

Dr. Gilbert Grosvenor, president 
of the National Geographic So- 
clety, in writing a history of Arctic 
exploration as an introduction for 
Peary'’s own narrative of his ex-

“At the very beginning of his 
first expedition to Greenland, in 
1891, Peary suffered an accident 
which sorely taxed his patience as 
well as his body, and which is men- 
tioned here as it illustrates the grit 
and stamina of his moral and 
physical make-up. 

As his ship, the Kite, was work- 
ing its way through the ice flelds of 
the Greenland shore, a cake of ice 
became wedged in the rudder, 
causing the wheel to reverse. One 
of the spokes jammed Peary's leg 
against the casement, making it im 
possible to extricate himself until 
both bones of the leg were broken. 
The party urged him to return to 
the United States for the winter 
and to resume his exploration the 
following year. 

But Peary insisted on being land- 
ed as originally planned at Mce- 
Cormick Bay, stating that the 
money of his friends had been in- 
vested in the project and that he 
“make good” to them. A 
unique and beautiful to 
Admiral!

Joseph F. Rock, who 
earlier located the chaulmoogra 
tree, that yields a leper-healing oll, 
led the society's noteworthy expe- 
dition into Western China. 

The Chinese-Tibet border is 
thickly settled, seldom visited and 
abounds in plants readily adaptable 
to the United States. Dr. Rock's 
major finds were a blight-resisting 
chestnut tree. now being cultivat- 
ed experimentally by the United 
States Department of Agriculture;

Throughout the British Empire 
there will be many men studying 
lesson Whose thoughts wil) 
be turned by it to thelr own war 
experiences in Thessalonica, the 
modern Salonica. They will tell 
tales of Salonica mud and Saloni- 
ea city bandits Who picked out 
enly British officers and soldiers as 
Victims and of the great Salonica 
fire. and they all declare that 
Apostiec Paul “had nothing on 
them” in his Salonica experi- 
ences. 


All of life in this polyglot port 
ie under the shadow of political 
fears and jealousies. Jugo-Siavia 
Claims as her right—her window 
on the Aegean-—the city of Saloni- 
Ga. Greece holds it as a  »prize 
awarded her at Paris, the mére 
t) be coveted since the trade of 
the port has doubled in two years, 
im vivalry to Constantinople. 
» Wearly 2000 years have passed 
Since Paul's work in Thessaloni- 
&; and the city is still a problem 
Place, with religion a dominant 
fatter. Too large a subject to be 
treated here, the ““‘Dunmehs,” the 
peeudo-Mosiem Jews of Salonica, 
Who have provided most of the 
leaders for new Turkey, offer a 
theme as faxvcinating as the most 
remantic novel. 
A CONTINUING CITY 

Before our eyes, the greater part 
ef Salonica has been destroyed by 
Gre, as in times past; so that there 
are no authentic reminders of 
Paul's day, save a street of his 
mame. Some very old Greek 
Churches, that during Mosiem oc- 
cupation were mosques, have stood 
up under the transformations of 
time. Though its physical char- 
Scteristics have changed, the city 
has survived, a queenly port with 
& great and fertile hinterland. 
jonica always has been one of 
strategic points in Macedonia. 

Right here it should be re- 
peated that what Salonica needs 
today t what it needed in Paul's 
time. This tremendous truth has 
become so incrusted with pious 
hraseolégy that its urgent reality 
‘sometimes missed. Every alive 


converts then; and such is the good 
news that wins converts today. 


PAYING THE PREE OF 
FRIENDSHIP 

Without dwelling upon the riot 
raised by foes of Paul's faith, 
(Probably the Apostie would have 
been surprised if his message had 
not created a commotion!) for 
that was the common experience 
of this brave pioneer, we must ob- 
serve two points in the terse tale 
that is our lesson. First is the 
charge that “These that have 
turned the world upside down are 
come hither also.’ That phrase ts 
significant. It means that the new 
religion was rapidly making a 
name for itself. Already Christian- 
ity’s fame as a revolutionary force 
was becoming broadcast. A deal of 
new living on the part of con- 
verts throughout the Roman Em- 
pire is mirrored in this one sim- 
ple sentence. Nobody denies that 
the mission of the Gospel is to 
turn the world upside down; or, 
better, rightside up. Much present 
world ferment is to be explained 
only by the working of the leaven 
of Christ. 

A mah who paid high for a 
friendship is the second figure in 
the commotion. Jason was Paul's 
friend and host. So he had to en- 
dure Paul's enemies; which is im- 
plied in all genuine friendship. A 
man who will not suffer for his 
friend never was a friend. In Ja- 
son's case, his house was mobhed. 
He was dragged before the magis- 
trates and arrest and held in 
bail to keep the peace. What did 
Jason care for that. since, while 
the turmoil raged about him, his 
friend Paul escaped?

Hollywood 


Leaders Declare No Chance 
of Location Change 


Maximum of Clear Days 
Keeps Cost at Minimum 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] 

NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—Just se 
long as the California sunshine 
floods the studios of Hollywood 
and no laws inimical to the indus- 
try’s progress are passed, the mil- 
lions drawn from pockets of thea- 
ter-gcoers all over the world will 
flow toward Los Angeles. 

The heads of the great produe- 
tion companies here tell you, #0. 
Thé talk of a little Hollywood in 
Florida, of producers changing the 
base of qperations, of the lessen- 
ing of activity on the west coast, 
is utterly unfounded, they frank- 
ly say. And the reason is thie: 

Hollywood is the cheapest place 
in ali the United States in which 
to make pictures. 

Put that little proverb down in 
your notebook and keep it for re- 
ference. And so long as the dol- 
lar can be conserved or made to 
do the most work, it will be spent 
where it travels in high. 

H. M. Warner of Warner Broth- 
ers put it this way:

Realty Firm Head Tells of 
Cultivation Methods Found 
in European Countries 


There is need for more intensive 
cultivation of soil in California in 
the opinion of T. J. Lawrence, 
president of the T. J. Lawrence 
Company, realty firm, who hag re- 
turned from a European tour of 
six. months during which he visited 
the Vineyard and Chateaux dis- 
tricte in France and Italy. Dis- 
cussing his impressions he said: 

was struck with the.intensive 
cultivation of the soil practiced. by 
the peasants and the absence of 
waste. In Italy; soll on the bill- 
‘sides ts carried up the mountain 
sides and placed in terraces on 
which the natives grow grapes and 
garden truck. The utmost con- 
servation” is practiced, especially 
in the matter of wood. 

“according to investigation of 
the United States Bureau of Agri- 
culture, Bureau of Irrigation, 
there is comparatively little land 
in California available with water 
marked on the bureau's irrigation 
map. In 1923 the. value of truck 
crops in Los Angeles county was 
$11,852,014. Only $9,922,500 worth 
of truck crops were produced in 
1924, a falling off of $1,929,514. 

“This shortage was due mostly 
to the fact that many productive 
truck gardens mear Los Angeles 
became too valuable for gardening 
and were sold for town lots. Yet 
the demands for truck produce has 
incr with attending high 
prices. For these reasons we have 
just opened up own income pro- 
ducing suburban farm tract near 
Riverside, as there is a need for 
other truck gardens to compen- 
sate.”

Four-Year Period Increase 
_ is Reported 


Total of 320 Cities Enact

There has been an increase of 
more than 130 per cent in the 
number of people living in soned 
cities and towns in the United 
States during the past four years. 
By the frst of July of this ygar 

more than 26,000,000 people were 
living in 366 soned municipalities, 
ap against the less than 11,000,000 
people in forty-eigm cities and 
towns in September, 1921. The 


thus increased more than seven 
times during the four-year period. 
The above statistics have been 
complied by the Division of Build- 
ing and Housing of the Department 
of Commerce. 

Twenty-seven of the  thirty- 
three largest cities in the United 
States, having populations of more 
than 200,000 inhabitants, have 
adopted soning ordinances, the 
latest being Denver. The advan- 
tages afforded by soning ordi- 
nances have resulted in the rapid 
spread of the sdéne movement, 
qhown..by a comparison of the 
number of soned municipalities at 
dates. The orty-eight 
cities and towns soned in Septem- 
ber, 1821, were increased to 159 
municipalities on January 1, 1923, 
while on January i, 1926, there 
were 320 municipalities zoned 

An analysis of the forty-six | m

® population each, namely: Den- 
ver, Colo.; Hartford, Ct.. and Toon 
Bedford, Maas.

URGES GREATER 
USE OF GARAGE 


Architect Describes How to 
Make Attractive 


Declares More Attention to 
Design Needed 


May Serve Home Owner in 
Numerous Ways 


BY HENRY J. MOGILL 
Member American Institute of Architects and of 
the New York Chapter of the Institute 

Other than a place to house the 

car, the garage generally receives 
leas thought from the home owner 
than it deserves, The home owner 
can make his garage most attrac- 
tive and surprisingly useful not 
only for the work to be done on the 
car but, for the entire family. On 
the average size lot the most at- 
tractive results are obtained by 
relating the garage close to the 
house, connecting it with walls 
or trellis or by incorporating it as 
an integra) part of the house. The 
combined. effect gives a sense of 
greater size almplicity and preten- 
tlousness to the group not possible 
with small detached isolated units. 
This make the garage an economi- 
eal, practical and a desirable addi- 
tion to the home. 
Decentralization does not help 
the garage any and the owner who 
seeks to hide the ugliness of his 
ca by attempting to smother 
it in a hidden corner of his plot, 
will soon find that his efforts were 
worthless. 


USE OF ROOF 
When bullt attached, one has the 
heating problem solved, for there 
are no pipes that must carry steam 
several hundred feet to the rear of 
the lot to heat the garage. In dead 
of winter one need but go from the 
house direct to the car in about 
ten steps. The saving in drive- 
ways is not to be overlooked and 
the conservation of land for other 
uses is another factor in its favor. 
In construct! a garage that is 
to be a part of the house, the 
owner can build on the top of it a 
screened-in room that will serve 
admirably as a sieeping porch, 
summer playhouse for the children. 
a tea room, sewing room, or « 
score of other purposes. Access to 
this can be had direct from the 
second floor of the house or from 
the attic of a single floor bunga- 


w 
Great high gaping doors, reveal- 
ing an unfinished, sometimes clut- 
tered interior are not entirely neo- 
essary. They could probably be 
in many instances much smaller 
and more pleasing. It should be 
remembered that when one opens 
his garage doors, he opens one- 
quarter of his building and ft is 
in making these important open- 
ings attractive, that much depends. 


ATTRACTIVE DOORS 

A virtue can be made of any 
feature and there is no need to 
hide it, or allow the appearance of 
the garage to stagger the owner 
emack in the face each time he 
comes or goes. The use of the 
arched door or other interesting 
formes will emother a score of evils 
in this instance. The use of at- 
tractive hardware will help the 
appearance of the doors a ict. An- 
other remedy is to treat the door 
as a recessed feature of the garage, 
Thus a screened arbor of Loggia or 
gates in front of the structure will 
frequently add to the charm. 

The use of double swinging out 
doors will be found to give the 
best general satisfaction. These are 
easy to open and when closed fit 
more tight and conserve the 
warmth. @ owner can equip his 
doors with one of several auto- 
matic door-holding mechanisms 
now on the market, which make 
their use as convenient as any type 
of sliding door; which doors are 
neither so simple nor weathertight. 

Resist the tendency to bulld too 
email. Each succeeding car bought 
is larger as a rule. 

One will notice more double car 
garages yw bullt than single car 
garages, is desirable for sev- 
eral reasons. In the first place, it 
ig a good investment. The owner, 
should he desire, can rent half of 
his garage most any time. On the 
other hand he will have plenty of 
room for a work bench, storage for 
garden tools, etc., should he not de- 
keep two cars.

years old. 
Hale D. Tharp of Three Rivers 


National Park region. Going after 
cattle In the upper meadows and 
curious te ascertain if tales of the 
Indians concerning the “big trees” 
were true, Tharp made his way 
into the Giant Forest section in 
the summer of 1856, going in by 
the Middle Fork of the Kaweah, 
and visited Moro Rock. It is in- 
teresting to note that much of 
Tharp's original trail is now em- 
bodied in the Generals’ Highway. 
CREATED PARK IN 1890 
General Grant National Park, 
California’s smallest and newest 
national playground, was created 
a park in 1890 through efforts of 
Col. George W. Stewart of Visalia 
and D. K. Zumwalt of Tulare, and 
others. Its four square miles lies 
entirely in Tulare county and tis 
surrounded by devastation created 
by man in former logging and 
lumbering days. General Grant 
Tree was named by Mrs. Laicretia 
P. Baker, a member of a party 
who camped near the tree in 1876. 
Sequoia National Park has five 
unexplored caveg which are to be 
developed and explored when funds 
are available. They offer intrigu- 
ing interest to adventuresome spir- 
its but no entrance is permitted 
except under certain conditions 
imposed by the park service for 
protection of visitors. 
These caves are: Palmer Cave, 
Clough Cave, Paradise Cave, Mar- 
ble Cave and Crystal Cavern. The 
latter is a limestone cave of re- 
markable size with many and 
varied chambers. Its decorations 
are most fantastic and alluring.

my Ford. It is loose on the rim 
and rolis off occasionally or the 
tube blows out. I cannot get a 
replacement on it. Is there any 
remedy for this trouble. 
Ss. H.-F., Valleybrink Road. 

Answer: There are several 
causes for this trouble. The rim 
of the wheel may be flattened by 
running on it without a tire. If 
this ig the case, you should have 
a new rim put on the wheel, or 
just about as cheap, have a new 
wheel put on. The rim of the tire 
may have stretched from misuse 
and fauvity constfuction. Prob- 
ably you are trying to use some 
cheap, unreliable tire, which is 
neither standard in size nér make- 
up. If you are using a standard 
make of tire, if you have not mis- 
used it, and your rim is in per- 
fect order you should get an ad- 
justment because it is evident 
that the tire is imperfect. There 
ie no known method of making a 
tire which has stretched give rea- 
sonable service.

Is there any justification in this 
wide variation in price?

A.» The ollg you name all 
olls put on the market by an as- 
sociation using a labe] stating thet 
they are made of oil 100 per cent 
of which is produced in Pe¢nnsyi- 
vania. This, in itself, is no recom- 
mendation for an oi] to be used in 
a gas-engine cylinder. The value 
of an oil depends almost entirely 
upon its refinement and not upon 
its base. Some of the very best 
oils in use today are made from 
western crudes, the ofl in some 
cases being shipped to the East for 
refinement. One of the leading 
brands of our present market is 
a straight western base oil,. but 
it is commonly considered paraffin 
base oll, although the refiners do 
not make any such claim. The 
consuming public ig altogether too 
much concerned about the base of 
an oll and not sufficiently inter- 
ested in the state of refinement. I 
think my statement so far has 
answered your last question. The 
actual value of an ofl depends 
upon its refinement and the wide 
range in price may be the result 
of this cost, which far exceeds the 
firet cost of the crude oll] from 
which cylinder oils are made.

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The Garden Beautiful in Southern California 


INFORMATION BOTH PRACTICAL AND SCIENTIFIC. BY ERNEST BRAUNTON 


E must feed our garden soils if we are 
to have fine plants and flowers. The 
farmer long ago found out that fertilizers 
purchased were not an expense, but an in- 
vestment and we of the garden cannot ex- 
pect returns unless we invest. The writer 
in his own garden has had wonderful re- 
turns, over a long series of years, for all 
fertilizers used, check plots receiving no 
plant food having shown by comparison that 
money spent for fertilizers was a profitable 
investment. 

While garden owners are satisfied with 
feeding plants, very few have any check to 
prove the measure of benefit derived. 
Farmers leave a small portion of each field 
unfertilized and by crop comparisons prove 
the per cent of profit derived from feeding. 
Money lenders are content to receive a 
maximum of eight per cent for money in- 
vested, but E. D. McSweeny, the largest 
grower of potatoes in Southern California 
told the writer that every dollar he invested 
in fertilizers had returned him four doljars. 
Recent experiments with potatoes at the 
famous Rothamstead Station in England 
showed that complete fertilizers paid three 
to one and Frederick H. Rindge (a Los 
Angeles “boy”) at Stockton beat the world's 
record yield of potatoes with an application 
of one ton of commercial fertilizers to the 
aea’. giving a financial return greater than 
the McSweeny and Rothamstead crops 
combined “and then some.” 

The record is the same with all crops, 
whether tubers, cabbages, fruits or flowers. 
We of the garden have more to learn than 
the modern farmer for the latter knows 
that commercial fertilizers are the best com- 
modities in which he can invest his money, 
nearly the only investment that never fails 
of profit. Last spring the writer made three 
light feedings, a month apart, to a plot 
where Amaryliis bulbs planted three years 
ago were just sending up new leaves at 
time of first feeding. The last results in 
August blossoms were little less than won- 
derful. On three clumps of bulbs there 
were more than ome hundred spikes or 
heads of flowers and a large per cent of the 
heads contained a dozen or more flowers 
in each. The writer has had these bulbs 
just twenty years, dividing them every three 
to five years. They have always borne so 
well they were never fed before, but this

FPTER what I have seen in the past few 
A ws in Central New York State, the 

best investment for me in the whole 
world would be a California lemon grove—

Now here is where everyone is entitled 
to three guesses. All the cynics will say, 
“Yah, if only he had the money to buy one. 
They say them groves out there cost you & 
thousand an acre up, mostly up, an’ then you 
gotta buy water at bootleg prices, an’ the 
trees all got a better appetite for moisture 
than a Detroit mechanic turned loose across 
the border.” 

But you will never find the answer to that 
big if in the country where they grow lem- 
‘ons. Id fact, before you could even see 
it you would have to spend months and 
months in close touch with distributing and 
marketing in those great States where our 
politicians are so fond of pointing out that 
one finds concentrated a prepondefance 
both of population and of wealth. 

The States where they are so busy pro- 
ducing so many necessities and luxuries in 
great factories that they have no time to 
spend on the more vital problem of the 
economics of the nourishment of the human 
body—these are the States where one has 


to look for a barrier to the progress of the . 


lemon tndustry. The real existence of such 
a barrier must be apparent to every thought- 
ful orchardist. That it is a removable one 
should be a source of utmost encourage 
ment. That agencies already exist which 
can be adapted to grapple with the problem 
can hardly be doubted by any who are fa- 
miliar with the achievements in scientific 
development which already have made a 
world-wide reputation for the marketing 
skill with which the co-operating citrus 
fruit growers of California have made their 
product available in almost ‘every city block 
and even almost every village and hamlet. 
Available? Yes, to be sure. The lemon is

Valley Herds and Flocks 


‘By J. P. HER TEL, Agricultural Extension Service, San Diego County 


ISHOP.—Owens Valley is famous for its 

rugged scenery and alluring mountain 

streams, for its splendid orchards and 
its herds of live stock, but nothing is said 
about the alfalfa fields and the grains that 
are required to support and feed the cattle 
and sheep that thrive there. A word is due 
not only to the quality of these grains in 
particular, but to the varieties which have 
been tried out and have proved their adap- 
tability to the conditions here. 


Oats, wheat and barley all do well, and an 
average yield of a ton up to a ton and a half 
per acre can be expected with confidence. 
Better than two tons of oats haye been 
grown on more than one of the farms of 
Owens Valley. On account of the cool 
nights, all grains ripen slowly and as a 
result the seeds are plump and heavy. Small 
grains are seeded any time between Feb- 
ruary 1 and April 1, and the harvest comes 
between July 5 and 25. The grains that are 
seeded earliest seem to be the heaviest 
yielders as a rule, but there are limiting 
factors of heavy frosts, cold, wet ground and 
temperatures at the time of seed- 


A great many varieties have been tried. 
Up to four or five years ago Sonora and 
Early Baart were the ones most commonly 
planted. About that time L. A. Gillespie of 
Bishop secured some Dicklow wheat seed 
from Idaho and planted it to test it out/ It 
has proved to be such a good yielder that 
this year about 75 per cent of the wheat 
some seed was secured from the University 
Farm at Davis. In the lot were the varie- 
ties known as Bunyip, Onas and Federa- 

. Sown side by side with the Dicklow, 
the Onas yielded two and a half sacks per 
acre more than Dicklow, and .Federation 
beat Dicklow by a sack per acre. Bunyip 
did not do as well as Dicklow. The Onas 
and Federation had another quality of val-

ue to the Owens Valley wheat growers. 
Not only were the yields superior, but they 
matured earlier, The Onas ripened first; 
Federation came about seven days later, 
and Dicklow after another seven days, be- 
ing two weeks later than Onas. When a 
man is seeding grain down to anew crop 
of alfalfa he wants a wheat with as short 
a straw as possible, early maturing and 
with a heavy yield. Onas seems to be su- 
perior in all these particulars. 
wheat, but as all the local wheat is utilized 
for chicken feed and then is not sufficient 
to fll the demand, this is not a serious 
dra ck. 


In barley, California Common and Tennes- 
see Winter have proven to be the best- 
yielding varieties and are most extensively 
grown here. They yield from a ton to a 
ton and a half per acre. Both beardless 
and hull-less barley have been grown suc- 
cessfully, but the varieties named above 
predominate. All the barley grown here 
is used in feeding, whole barley for hogs 
and chickens, rolled for horses, cat- 
tle and sheep. 

Oats make a desirable crop in any local- 
ity where they can be grown, as they are 
excellent feed for young growing stock. No 
other grain contains the good qualities of 
oats. It is the grain of grains for growing 
calves and pigs, while barley and corn are 
more important factors in the fattening 
stages, and all are produced abundantly 
in Owens Valley. Two years ago Victory 
oats were brought from Idaho for seed. 
They yielded better than two tons to the 
acre on a ten-acre tract last year and will 


do as well or even better this season. Wis- porn 


consin No. 7 was imported at the same time 
from that State. This grain was developed 
by the experiment station in Wisconsin, 
and it appears to be doing as well as Vic- 
tory.

individually and collectively, to experiment 
with prices. The effect of the collective ex- 
perimenting brought the lemon very promi- 
nently into public notice. It was the week's 
notable example of a really old-fashioned . 
working of the law of supply and demand. 
It was in fact a jharking back to a truly 
primitive working| of this law, such as was 
found in the days of the ancient Phoenic- 
ians, or the clipper ships out of Salem, or 
the price of flour during sudden accessions 
of population of new mining camps in gold 
rush days. 

The Syracuse Journal of June 5 carried 
the prominent headline “Price of lemons 
jumps from $7 to $12 per box wholesale.” 
The same item carried a hint that Califor- 
nia growers were reported to have “pro 
duced so many lemons that they feared the 
country could not absorb the year’s crop.” 

Now the retail price situation was much 
more complicated than is suggested by the 
wholesale quotations. A consumer on the 
two-mile circle, recalling that lemons had 
been selling for 30 cents a dozen before the 
hot spell, thought that her local grocer was 
overcharging when he asked her to pay 48 
cents. Driving in toward the city in her 
car, as she stopped at various places she 
Was quoted all the way from 50 cents to 
75 cents and finally gave up in disgust and 
anger when the last place asked her 7 cents 
a lemon, which she characterized as outrage- 
ous. She observed that as she went into 
districts of more active demand the price 
increased proportionately. There is no 
doubt of the actual temporary searcity of 
lemons in this district during that hot 
spell. Many dealers were fully sold out 
through practically the whole period. But, 
oh, the carloads they could have sold, had 
they been available at a price that suited 
the public purse and public mind. 

As it was, thousands learned from their 
grocers for the first time that there was 
available on the market a tinned product 
known as “powdered lemon juice,” sold at 
a standard price, and purchased this sub- 
stitute. No doubt many of these customers 
will become repeaters on the item, and cor- 
respondingly less frequent purchasers of 
fresh fruit. 

When such variations in the merchandis- 
ing of a popular and necessary article are 
found, it is a rather probable indication that 
there is a reason to be found in facts relat- 
ed to the management of the industry. 

NEGLECTED OPPORTUNITY 

Nowhere that you go in these populous 
and prosperous industrial cities of the east- 
ern and central States, will you see the 
numerous, well-located and finely displayed 
fruit and vegetable supply depots that a 
true realization of public demand would 
cause to be established. 

Another thing—somebody in a group of 
business men commenting on this situation 
remarked that the tariff had put the Italian 
citrus fruit people out of the running, and 
left the business where the folks out in 
California could do as they pleased with 
prices. “What do you mean, put the Ital- 
jans out of the business?” snorted another. 


And ev- 
Italian that comes around to see him, 
that is in the fruit and vegetable business, 
has a big car. That doesn’t look as if the 
money is all going to California.” 

It is a fact that the extreme tip of the 
distribution network in this section is usu- 
ally in the hands of gentlemen who came 
not so very long ago from somewhere in 
Southern Burope. And it seems to be a 
fair generalization that according to any- 
body’s standards they are prospering, and 
doing so without making any particular 
progress along the lines of public service. 
In other words, the retail business is in the 
hands of a class of dealers who are skilled 
in the knack of barter, and of extracting the 
ultimate penny from each small transaction. 
It might not be unfair to say. that they are 
of the same degree of development in busi- 
ness matters as are the men who have 
so managed affairs of their own across the 
water that year after year they are unable 
to pay important debts. Yet, when they 
come to America, the land of boasted man- 
aging ability, such an important industry as 
that of purveying fruit and vegetables, the 
very source, as we are coming to know, of 
health and energy in our lifeblood, is turned 
over to these gentlemen, because they are 
and agreeable to their customers 
and willing to do long hours of dirty and 
daborious work.

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SANTA ANA.—California with a much 
smaller citrus crop this year will get a 
great deal more money for it than for the 
1924 crop. This is due principally to the 
war waged on frosted fruit shipments, ac- 
cording to County Horticultural Commis- 
sioner A. A. Brock. 


The navel orange crop has borne out ex- 
pectations, said Mr. Brock, quoting figures 
compiled by the California Fruit Growers’ 
Exchange. The 1925 State navel crop up 
to April 1 amounted to 7,523,655 boxes 
which brought the growers $21,794,646. The 
1924 navel crop up to the same date amount- 
ed to 8,253,495 boxes and returned the grow- 
ers $10,458,177. The Valencia season, now 
about to the halfway mark, has piled up 
returns almost ds great as for the entire 
season of 1924. It may not double last 
year’s returns, but it will pass it by a big 

ah, according to Commissioner Brock. 

his opinion the favorable market this 
year is due largely to the elimination of 
frosted fruit. General Manager E. G. De- 
zell of the California Fruit Growers’ Ex- 
change agrees with him. While the short- 
age naturally stimulated demand, the chief 
reason for the soaring market is the con- 
fidence of the consumer in the quality of 
fruit offered.

This year Mr. Brock and his aides have 
been more alert than ever to protect the in- 
dustry from its own shortsightedness, From 
the opening of the season they have kept a 
keen eye on all shipments and enforved the 
State regulations. More than a dozen ar- 
resta had been made at both association and 
independent packing-houses. Fines of as 
much as $50 have been tevied and sixty- 
day jail sentences given. The jail sen- 
tences have been suspended with warnings 
against future derelictions. So far there 
have been no second offences. This un- 
remitting vigilance has placed Orange coun- 
ty in a class by herself. Not @ single car 
from Orange county has been dumped by 
Federal or State authorities this season, 
which is more than any other orange-ship- 
ping county can say. Mr. Brock reports to 
the State and Federal officials all cars con- 
taining more than 10 per cent of damaged 
fruit. The limit is 15 per cent.

The entire patch of thirty acres produced 
at the rate of about six tons per acre, he 
said. Last year Mr. Gibson began planting 
about September 20, but this year, if weath- 
er and water conditions are favorable, he 
will begin ten days earliér and have cab- 
bage ready to cut by the last of December. 
Besides the forty acres in cabbage, he will 
put forty more to lettuce, peas and other 
winter vegetables. 


TOMATO DISEASES SERIOUS 


SANTA ANA.—The agricultural exten- 
sion service of Orange county has laid ten- 
tative plans to hold a tomato growers’ field 
day to discuss tomato diseases. If possible 
M. Shapovalov, tomato disease expert of 
the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, will be present, If he is able to attend, 
the growers will be assured of getting the 
latest and best information available on the 
various diseases, it is declared. According 
to the agricultural extension service the to- 
mato disease problem is the most serious 
which the growers face in Southern Califor- 
nia, western blight and fusarium wilt being 
the worst. 


EXPECT AMPLE WATER 

EL CENTRO.—Officials of the Imperial 
Irrigation District are optimistic regarding 
the water situation and say the valley will 
experience no water shortage this year, due 
to heavy rains throughout the State of 
Colorado. The Grand Canyon gauge is above 
what it was at this season last year and it 
is believed there will be ample water until 
the result of the rains in the upper reaches 
of the river become effective here. Officials 
state that it requires a month for rain- 
water in Colorado to reach the valley. 


MEALY BUG ON BEANS 


MONTALVO.—Ventura county’s horticul- 
tural commissioner recently found some 
mealy bugs on lima beans in the Mound 
district. The vines were promptly de- 
stroyed. The mealy bug seems to be mak- 
ing his presence very generally known as 
he is found on weeds, garden shrubs, etc. 
The ladies of the Garden Club of this 
county are inaugurating a campaign against 
the Argentine ant, which, as is well known, 
protects the mealy bug. 


REPRESENTATIVE NAMED 

HEMET.—C. G. Hamilton of Pomona has 
been named purchasing representative for 
—— Rosenberg Brothers and Company, reputed 
to be the largest handlers of dried fruits in 
California. Mr. Hamilton has been con- 
nected with the handling of orchard crops 
in Riverside county since 1917 and is secre- 
tary of the Southern California Apricot and 
Peach Growers’ Association. 


THE EARLIEST APPLES 

YUCAIPA.—E. M, Marks picked the first 
box of apples of the season in this district, 
King Davids fully colored and ripe, ‘early 
in August. This is about a month earlier 
than he has ever picked apples before. He 
received $2.22 for the lug box and it sold 
on the Los Angeles market for 10 cents a 
pound. He expects to get 1500 boxes from 
his five acres across the river this year. 


SELL GRAPES DIRECT 


SHAFTER.—Last season Fred Mettler 
marketed several cars of Thompson seed- 
less grapes direct to the consumer in 
South Dakota. The profit was so pleasing 
that this year he repeated the experiment 
and has sold several cars there in the same 
way. His» example has been followed by 
Guenther and Enns, who have shipped two 
or three cars which are being marketed for 
them by relatives. William Newman has 

taken grapes to Nebraska, Jacob Baerg has 
tried North Dakota with his and Z. C. Bar- 
tel is trying out the “direct to the consum- 
er” idea with a car of grapes in Kansas.

Our Live-Stock Revival 
ENSIBLE business men have learned 
that the price-and-production pendulum 

swinging from the heights to the depths is 
not economic. The more we can reduce the 
peaks and fill in the valleys, the better off 
it is for producer, manufacturer, dealer and 
consumer. Our livestock industry is re 
covering from its ebb, but its ‘best friend 
is not the glowing enthusiast who stirs up 
such a fervor that the revival is overdone. 

There was a time when the hog-raising 
fever swept like a tidal wave across the 
Southland. Then the bottom dropped out. 
Now the porker seems to be “staging a 
comeback.” There is a great opportunity 
in hog raising here. With but 10 per cent 
of the pork we eat produced in the State 
there ‘is no reason why we may not profi- 
tably increase production very greatly.

ELANO.—The outlook for a big cot 
ton yield grows more promising every 
day, and all the growers are most 
optimistic.

An advance of 2 1-2 cents will be made on 
hand-sorted clusters. Advances on cur- 
rants will be 3 1-2 cents, extra-standards, 
4 cents, sub-standards 1 3-4 cents. Sul- 
phur-bleached Thompsons will receive on 
delivery 4 1-2 cents for extra fancy, 4 cents 
for fancy and 2 cents for choice. Extra- 
standard, soda-dipped Thompsons will re 
ceive 3 1-2 cents standards, 3 cents, and 
sub-standards, 1 1-2 cents. Oil-dipped 
Thompsons will be received on the basis of 
3 cents for standards and 1 1-2 cents for 
sube‘andards. Oildipped sultanas will be 
2 1-2 cents for standards and 1 1-4 cents 
for sub-standards. No advances are made 
on inferior deliveries of any variety. The 
advances are the same as for 1924 except 
that they are larger on the bleached pools. 


HARVESTS TWELVE SECTIONS 
HANFORD.—Chester Wolfsen, one of the 


big Kings County grain operators on the old , 


lake bed, has just completed the 
harvesting of 40,000 sacks of wheat. Robert 
Ryan, of Merced, superintended the harvest- 
ing, in which he used a big combined harv- 
ester with a-+twenty-four foot cut. Mr. 
Wolfsen’s twelve sections of grain were 
harvested in 51 days. He states that with 
a few good late rains on the crop, it would 
have harvested far more than it did. 


TO STUDY BEAN PEST 


VENTURA.—At a recent meeting of the 
beard of directors of the Ventura Farm 
Bureau, Horticultural Commissioner Albert 
Call reported that there is a possibility of a 
study of the lima bean pod borer here. The 
borer has been increasing its infestation 
and probably will be responsible for the 


loss of at least 10 per cent of this season's 
bean crop. As yet, no study has been made 
of thig insect and no céntrol for it has been 
determined. ,A resolution was passed by 
the boafd asking that an investigation be 
made by the United States Department of 


‘Agriculture, and if an entomologist from 


the department cannot be detailed for this 
work, that one of the local entomologists 
be appointed as a collaborator. Mr. Call 
stated that the directors of the Saticoy 
Walnut Growers’ Association have  con- 
sented to allow Stanley Flanders, its en- 
tomologist to do this work in connection 
with his other duties. | 


GINS ARE ALTERED 

RHOENIX (Ariz.)-—Several years ago. 
when long-staple cotton appeared in the dis- 
card, many of the valley gins were trans 
formed to handle the shorter staples. Re- 
verse action is being taken this summer, 
as the Pima acreage in the Salt River Val 
ley is about 40 per cert of the total At 
Mesa a specia! icoc-staple is being 
erected. 


BIG CABBAGE YIELD 


CALIPATRA.—A. A. Gibson, a rancher oa 
the Highline canal southeast of Calipatria, 
expects to increase his vegetable acreage 
from forty to eighty acres this fall. Last 
season he put thirty acres in cab He 
planted five acres of the earliest and then 
planted from one to two weeks apart. He 
plows deep and works the ground until 
a good seed-bed is prepared, and then plants 
the seed thickly in rows. After the plants 
are up they are thinned. He thinks this is 
the quickest and most economical way to 
get the crop started. The plants are irrt- 
gated and cultivated regularly until ready 
for cutting. For his earliest patch last sea- 
son he cut nearly twelve — to the acre.

A Pedigreed Cockerel 
Sale Date Set 


PORTERVILLE.—Practically every deal- 
er in pedigreed poultry in the United States 
will be invited to list cockerels for the 
pedigreed cockerel sale to be held in Porter- 
ville, November 19. This was decided upon 
at a meeting of the Tulare County Farm 
Bureau poultry committee, the committee 
from the Porterville Chamber of Commerce 
and C. M. Conner, Tulare county farm ad- 
viser. Through solicitation of M. A. Lindsay, 
head of the livestock department of the 
farm bureau, names of dealers of practically 
every State in the Union have been secured. 

Birds to be consigned must be of pedi- 
greed stock with high trap-nest records 
on both sides. White Leghorns will be re- 
quired to show a production of 250 eggs a 
year, official trap-mest records both sides; 
Rhode Island Reds and Barred Rocks, a 
record of 225 eggs per year. 


Says Poultry Raising 
Beats Office Work 


That a poultry plant to be successful re- 
quires constant attention, is quite generally 
conceded. That the work necessitates be- 
ing on the job three hundred and sixty tive 
days in the year, or hiring help when one 
takes a day's vacation, is the opinion 
voiced by Georgia Redway, a Redlands poul- 
trywoman, who further states that she re- 
members one day that required eighteen 
hours’ work, and a few others when the 
incubators needed her attention all night 
long. In spite of the uncertain hours and 
constant attention required in the work, 
however, Miss Redway says she likes it 
better than office work, as it allows her to 
get out in the sunshine and work at some- 
thing she really enjoys. 

In February, 1922, Miss Redway and her 
father left Washington, D. C., to come to 
Southern California, both having resigned 
government positions, to raise chickens and 
grow oranges in this section. Miss Red- 
way’s present venture in the poultry-breed- 
ing business began in Redlands, although 
her experience with poultry dates back to 
her childhood days when she had a flock 
of Light Brahmas, while she says she has 
always been situated to indulge her fancy 
for different kinds of fowls. When she 
came to California she brought a few 
White Leghorns with her, and these, she 
says, are still aiive and vigorous. 

Her present flock consists of 200 hens, of 
which 150 are White Leghorns and the rest 

d Reds. Because of a consid- 
erable demand for White Plymouth Rocks 
she has also added a few of these to her 
flock this year. 

“Primarily, mine is a breeding establish- 
ment,” says Miss Redway, “which means 
trapnesting, pedigreeing and keeping rec- 
ords. it means more work, more expense, 
and, of course, larger returns per individual 
fowl My incubators have consisted of 
four hot-water electrics with a total capacity 
of 1000 eggs at a setting, but finding that 
my flock could supply four times that num- 
ber, and with a demand for chicks far in 
excess of this hatching capacity, I have re 
cently ased two 1000-egg incubators 
which will occupy the same space in the 
incubator house. My success in building up 
a trade has been modest but satisfactory, 
with customers usually coming back for 
more chicks. I have never bred a 300-egg 
hen, but I believe that with proper care 
a large number of my chicks hatched this 
spring will lay 200 eggs or more, and 
some of them 250.” 

Since coming to California Miss Redway 
has won several prizes in the showroom 
with her exhibition Leghorns. The poultry 
business in California is much more pleas- 
ant than back East in the winter time, she 
says, for there at times one must dig the 
snow away from the chicken house before 
feeding the hens. And while there may be 
a good reason for work in offices, she says 
she is glad she is no longer shut up in one. 
The job of breeding good chickens, trying 
every year to improve their exhibition and 
productive qualities, seems to her more 
worth while.

The growers and busi- 
ness men have built up a machine for the 
merchandising of dried package and canned 
fruits amd vegetables that puts most of 
them into most places in the Eastern and 
Central industrial centers at prices the or- 
dinarily well-paid worker (who, be it re 
membered, actually draws down from twen- 
ty-five to thirty-five a week, and not the 
bloated pay envelope of the sensational 
magazine and newspaper writer’s para- 
graphs) at prices the bulk of the food con- 
sumers can afford to pay. It is a plain fact 
of everyday observation that present-day 
facilities, methods and personnel of the 
fresh fruit and vegetable industry in the 
eastern cities, outside the very largest, con- 
eiitvte a barrier against effective distribu- 
tion 0” soil and orchard products in suffi- 
cient volume to satisfy either the: demands 
of public health or public taste. Local 
seasonal products are totally inadequate to 
meet the situation. 

It ig distinctly an opportunity for Cali- 
fornia. It is rather surprising not to see 
enterprising young students from dhe great 
California universities diligently engaged in 
some practical work connected with the 
fruit marketing industry in many of our 
great consuming centers. What ay,.oppor- 
tunity such work would give to supplement 
with practical knowledge well-conceived 
university courses in the economics of dis- 
tribution and marketing!

Word has been received by Manager J. 

W. Snodgrass of Billiwhack Stock Farm 
*that Berylwood Prince Johanna Gegis, a 
son of the world famous Holstein bull, 
Prince Aaggie of Berlywood, has won first 
place in his class at the recent Missouri 
State Fair. The Holstein show at the Mis- 
souri fair is said to have been the largest 
ever seen in that State, so the honor recent- 
ly won by this bull, which was sold some 
time ago to A. J, King, an eastern breeder, 
reflects much credit to the transmitting 
qualities of his sire who now stands at the 
head of the Billiwhack Stock Farm, owned 
by August.A. Rubel of Santa Paula. 


The great Jersey bull, Pogis 99th of Hood 
Farm, owned by Randleigh Farm, Lockport, 
N, Y. is reported to have died recently at 
the advanced age of fifteen years. This bull 
has been awarded both a gold and a silver 
medal by theh American Jersey Cattle Club, 
while hig daughters have won twenty-five 
silver medals, nineteen gold medals and one 
medal of merit. He was sired by Hood 
Farm Pogis $th., and out of the famous cow, 
Sophie 19th of Hood Farm. During her life- 
time she produced eleven records totaling 
7545 pounds of butterfat.

First 
prize honors went to Elizabeth Brown, 
Downey, on her entry, Paragon Pontiac 
Princess 2d, a daughter of King Pontiac 
Tola Ormsby, and out of Paragon Pontiac 
Princess. Leslie Edmondson, Compton, 
took second place with his senior 2-year- 
old Holstein heifer, Beauty Segis Pietertje 
Ormsby. This heifer is a daughter of the 
famous Holstein sire, Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Merecedes 37th and as a junior 2-year-old 
produced 404.5 pounds of butter from 10,- 
817.5 pounds of milk in seven months and 
nine days on twicea-day milking. Third 
place went to August Accarias, Montebello, 
on his entry, Sue Lucy Hengerveld, a heifer 
which he recently acquired from F. F. Pel- 
lissier of Whittier. 


In the opinion of L. A. Johnson of Mesa, 
Ariz., Ayrshire cows are ideal for Arizona 
dairies. He says that after thirteen years’ 
experience with this breed, he is convinced 
that the’ Ayrshire eats less than cows of 
Other breeds, stands the heat well, and can 
be depended upon for uniform production, 
He reports that his herd of thirty-five head 
of registered Ayrshire cows in one year 
averaged, $122 worth of butterfat each, 
above the cost of their feed. Incidentally, 
he says, the feed bill was not large, for the 
cows had nothing but alfalfa and other pas- 
ture. Ayrshire steers are also in demand, 
says Mr. Johnson, while the bull crop from 
the registered cows brings a good return. 


A warning against overstocking the 
range country of the Southwest is sounded 
in a recent bulletin published by the United 
States Department of Agriculture entitled 
“Saving Live Stock from Starvation.” It 
says that frequent drought constitutes the 
chief menace to the livestock industry of 
this section, and points out that careful 
management, and planning in good years is 
esséntial' to meet emergencies and place 
the industry on a more stable basis. Over- 
stocking, it claims, has been one of the 
main factors in starvation losses and to 
remedy this suggests. that the range 
should be so stocked in average years that 
10 to 15 per cent of the palatable herbage 
of range plants be unused, thus allowing 
some leeway in lean years. By limiting the 
size of the breeding herd to the actual 
number of animals that can be supported 
in the lean years, any excess forage in good 
years can be used by surplus livestock, and 
which can be disposed of readily in time 
of drought. Losses during the _ critical 
spring period may be offset to a large ex- 
tent by reserving some winter range for 
the use of poor cattle during that period, 
while the ideal arrangement, according to 
the department, would be a division cf the 
range into summer and winter grazing 
areas. Other factors which would help cut 
down losses, as set out in this bulletin, are: 
(1) The weaning of calves in the fall at 
six to eight months of age instead of al- 
lowing them to follow the cows all winter; 
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Consumption of whole milk has increased 
in the United States 2,332,000,000 pounds 
during the past year, according to Sam H. 
Greene secretary-manager of the California 
Dairy Council. Milk for manufacturing pur- 
poses gained 1,961,353,000 pounds. For 
household purposes nearly fifty-three bil- 
lion pounds were used; for manufacturing, 
nearly fifty-four billion. The average con- 
sumption per individual was fifty-five gal- 
lons of fluid milk and the equivalent of 
that amount in addition in butter, cheese 
and other dairy products. It takes about 
ten pounds of milk to produce one pound of 
cheese, and twenty-one pounds of milk to 
produce one pound of creamery butter.

IGWEED and lamb’s quarters salad is 

good, a mixture of alfalfa, nasturtiums 

and carrots makes an excellent appe- 
tizer, and the healthful qualities of these 
alleged weeds are equal to those of the 
ordinary cultivated vegetables. This quotes 
Mrs. Arizona Garrison, 705 West Washing- 
ton street, Pasadena, veteran vegetable 
and fruit grower. Mrs. Garrison has been 
making a good share of the living for her- 
self and daughter off her city lot for the 
past ten years. She does it growing vege- 
tables, “weeds,” fruits, berries and goats. 


A few moments’ conversation with Mrs. 
Garrison convinces one that she knows her 
stuff. I also learned that she was of a 
scientific turn of mind. By years of ex- 

rimentation she has produced an extra 

rge string bean and a prolific green corn 
that may be called her own creations—this 
in addition to growing commonly known” 
products to perfection. 


She does not commercialize her garden 
in the larger sense. She says she loves 
the work, and appreciates the better health 
which has come to her through work among 
her trees and plants. It is true she sells 
the product of her toil, but she does not 
go beyond the confines of her arbored “city- 
lot farm” to sell it. 

Arizona Garrison was raised in the woods 
of Northern Michigan. She was frail from 
birth. Her father was a lumberman. All 
around their place at Grand Traverse Bay 
dense woods invited the adventurous, and 
she was that. A lover of nature, she spent 
many hours exploring plant life beneath 
the tamaracks and pines. She discovered ua 
plant-breeding book in her father’s library 
and began to experiment at pollenating and 
grafting. She is still at it. | 
_Mrs. Garrison moved to Pasadena about 
a quarter of a century ago, but her first 


location was too close to the big hotels to 


suit her, so she bought the lot in Northern 
Pasadena, in what was known then and for

several years after as the “dry tract.” It 
was dry until Mrs. Garrison, by hounding 
the city fathers of Pasadena, secured wa- 
ter for her garden, and the gardens and 
lawns of her neighbors. But the third day 
after she had moved her belongings to the 
house on West Washington street, she had 
a garden planted, and had ordered fruit 
trees. 

Now Mrs. Garrison, who was widowed 
many years ago, hag about twenty varieties 
of fruit trees on her place. The behavior 
of each tree shows excellent judgment in 
the selection of varieties. For instance, 
her winter banana and winter peach trees 
bring more money than the average trees 
of the kind, since they fruit in the late 
fall or early winter, when fresh deciduous 
fruits are scarce. She has a profusion of 
figs, pomegranates, persimmons, plums, 
pears and walnuts in season, three varieties 
of grapes, all arbor-trained, and a fruiting 
cactus plant that runs the trees and vines 
a good race as a revenue producer. All 
these trees and vines are from twelve to 
eighteen years old, and their girth and pro- 
duction are immense, due to thoughtful 
care.

The best sellers “among her gaiden pro- 
ductions are, first, green corn; !. bush 
berries. Next comes the chayotes. Will 
you believe that she counted 757 chayotes, 
each weighing about a pound each, on one 
of her vines last year? But folks don’t 
know about chayotes yet, so she has to 
“educate” ‘em to this wonderful Mexican 
vegetable. She sold over 200 fruits at 
cents each last year and rooted as 
more for twice that amount. The chayotes 
also furnish ample shade for her bungalow. 
At night she and her daughter sleep out 
under the seedling walnut tree. That is, 
until the first showers of fall drive them 
indoors. 

One is surprised at the “weed salad” diet. 
But Mrs. Garrison proves that certain 
weeds taste good, and are good. She 
learned to know which weeds tasted best in 
her wanderings among the pines of North- 
ern Michigan. She can fix you up a salad 
of nasturtiums, alfalfa and carrots that 
would remind you of the Biltmore Grill’s 
gastronomic creations. She uproots the 
pigweed about this time of the year, and 
scatters it about in her garden. Cut down 
the weeds? No, sir; not some of them. 
They taste as good, Mrs. Garrison says, as 
the lettuce which they are trying to crowd 
out. 

But she does leave room for vegetables 
of many kinds. There are “ground cher- 
ries,” “earth almonds,” okra, Italian spin- 
ach, kohlrabi and banana squash and all 
the ordinary vegetables. 


SHE HAS GOOD HELP 


Rachel, the 13-year-old daughter, who says 
she is the “man of all work” about the city 
lot farm, has the hardened muscles of a 


tennis champion, wielding the spading fork . 


and milking the goats. She likes a diet of 
raw vegetables, as does Mrs. Garrison. Also 
she drinks two quarts of goats’ milk every 
day. The four goats, all Toggenburgs, con- 
sume the garden surplus and vegetable

Mrs. Garrison says that the Oregon Ever- 
green sweet corn requires too much room 
for a city garden and that the Golden Ban- 
tam does not produce large enough ears. 
The Country Gentleman, she says, is not 
very well adapted to this climate. So she 
has been working for three years to suc 
cessfully cross the two last named vari- 
eties. She has one stalk, this year, which 
gives promise of success in this endeavor. 
It has five ears, three very well developed, 
and two coming on nicely. Mrs. Garrison 


-belleves that this stalk will furnish her 


with the seed of a valuable-new corn. 

Five years ago a neighbor from Mexico 
gave her the seed of several beans grown 
in the southern republic. The seed was 
placed in a box outside. Rains came and 
the beans sprouted. Then Mrs. Garrison 
watched for the blossoms. When they came 
she removed the pollen from . Kentucky 
Wonder beans, and applied it to each of 
the blossoms of the assorted lot of stalks 
produced from the Mexican seed. The large 
“Albino” bean, as.she calls it, was the re- 
sult. This bean grew to a height of nearly 
twelve feet the first year, and produced 
pods an inch across and averaging nine 
inches long. Some of them were eleven 
inches long. These new beans are delicious 
cooked various ways. 


NO WASTE HERE 

Mrs. Garrison makes the most of the 
winter rains. She is not content with the 
rain that falls on her own property—she 
catches that which runs off her neighbor's 
lots uphill. 

When it rains Mrs. Garrison and Rachel 
draw furrows across the lot, which has a 
gentle slope towards the south, and catch 
all the water possible in this manner. They 
also place gunny sacks and like material on 
the ground, to hold the moisture after the 
rains. 
two weeks after the rains, the earth is still 
moist, and water bills are consequently 


The pride of the Garrison home orchard 
is the Elkhorn mulberry, which was planted 
seventeen years ago, and which Mrs. Gar- 
rison has carefully trained until a party of 
100 persons could have a picnic in the 
shade of its drooping branches. Each year 
she pranes the branches to give the tree 
a drooping habit, and braces outward with 
two-inch gas pipe the branches which sweep 
the ground. A space forty feet across, 
densely shaded, has thus been created un-

A fixed tension superinduced by a sphinc- 
ter muscle in a state of tonic spasm inhibits 
normal peristaltic action by mechanical 
resistance. Long-continued resistance, 
the result of neglect to obey the call of 
nature may even result in reversed 
peristalsis. People suffering in this 
way are troubled with gas, flatulent colic, 
and a feeling of unusual distention and full- 
ness, No one questions the statement that 
there can be mechanical obstruction to the 
point of complete occlusion of the bowels. 
Adhesions are most frequently given as «a 
cause for this condition and are blamed for 
many of the obscure cases of constipation. 
Spastic contraction of the muscular coat of 
the intestines is a more frequent cause than 
adhesions. The latter diagnosis or tentative 
guess is entierly overworked. 

Complete physical and mental relaxation 
is necessary before chronic constipation can 
be dependably overcome. People worry too 
much about their bowels. In fact, with 
many people, the word constipation be- 
comes a real obsession, especially with the 
type known as neurasthenics. This kind of 
obsession aggravates a pre-existing mental 
quirk or complex and becomes the most im- 
portant theme for thought or topic con- 
versation. If. people would confine their 
eating to such foodstuffs as would not cause 
acid or putrefactive fermentation, they 
could well afford to forget the word consti- 
pation, for there are many other things to 
think about that are decidedly more worth 
while, 


Food surplus and food waste are carried 
off through the intestinal tract: The more 
subtle poisons that are the direct result of 
tissue activity are eliminated largely 
through the kidneys, skin and lungs. In 
healthy people whose meals are frugal and 
of intelligently selected food, there is very 
little poison to be reabsorbed iato the blood 
from the intestinal tract. These people, be 
it understood, do not belong to the great 
majority who suffer from constipation, 


Care of the Baby— Bone Deformitices 


VERY physician who uses his observa- 

tion powers has frequently noted, dur- 
ing his examinations of children, the early 
formation of bone deformities. 


Osteopaths and chiropractors have espe- 
cially observed the frequency with which 
spinal curvature is seen in children. 


It is almost as common to see a child 
walk with ankles bent inward and bones dis- 
torted as it is to see the normal walk, 


What is it which causes these marked 
abnormalities so early in life? Most as- 
suredly they are not present during the 
earlier months of baby’s career. As I have 
repeatedly stated, most children are born 
fairly perfect—at least not with any of the 
marked defects which are apparent as baby 
climbs into his third, fourth and fifth years. 


There must be something which is respon- 
sible for the accumulation of these defor- 
mities and which makes them a very com- 
mon clinical picture. 

A clearer understanding of what takes 
place may be secured by an elemental 
knowledge of bone physiology and develop- 
ment. We may then trace, step by step, the 
processes which induce the changes from 
the normal to the abnormal. 

In embryonic life, while the child is still 
in the strictest sense he has, im 
reality, no bones. His “bones” are really 
nothing more than gristie, technically 
known as hyaline cartilage. The flexible 
and movable cartilage of the nose is*a 
typical example of this kind of cartilage. 
The nasal cartilage never hardens, even in 
old age, and remains true to its embryonic 
type. However, most of these cartilaginous 
formations have within them the nucieus 
hardening. of 
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them there are centers from which ogsifica- 
tion or hardening of the bones radiates. By 
the time the child is born his long bones 
consist usually of three of these centers. 

As we look at the typical bone we see it 
divided into three portions, a long bony seg- 
ment in the center and two hard bony por- 
tions at the ends separated by an istimus 
of gristie or cartilage. 

It is this cartilaginous formation, the fact 
that baby’s bones are partly made of gristle 
for several years after his birth, that makes 
his bony framework so flexible, elastic and 
resilient. This is nature's profoundly wise 
protection against the bumps and falls that 
baby is constantly subjected to. Were his 
bones as hard and brittle as the adult's, the 
history of baby’s life would be checkered 
with fracture after fracture. Fortunately, 
wise nature has made provision for the 


time when baby stumblingly learns to walk. ovr 


As baby grows older, bone solidification 
proceeds apace. The older he becomes the 
less cartilage~he possesses and the more 
bone is formed, both proportionately and 
quantitatively. Not only are the cartilages 
slowly changed to bone but they also as- 
sume increased brittleness and hardness. 
Consequently by the time puberty, or ap 
proximately the age of thirteen or fourteen, 
has been reached, the child is almost as 
prone to fracture as the adult. 

Now using this as a background of our 
knowledge, we may proceed to build up an 
hypothesis concerning the abnormalities of 
baby’s poor bony development. 

What is it which so converts the cartilage 
into bone? Why is it that in the cases of 
bony distortions the bones do not form in a 
normal manner? The answer to the first 
question is that cartilage is converted into 
bone by the deposit of the precious mineral 
salts found during baby’s nursing regime in 
mother’s milk and later in life found espe 
clally in the fresh and dried fruits, in the 
vegetables and whole grain products. Calcl- 
fication requires the deposit of lime salts 
commonly called calcium salts. A de 
ficiency in these salts means that the cartt- 
lage does not have the essential nutrition 
to be converted into bone. 

The answer to the second question ought 
to be apparent from these deductions. Due 
to the fallue of the deposit of sufficient 
mineral salts, especially calcium, in the | 
mother’s milk, the cartilaginous portions ot 
the bones do not receive sufficient of the 
mineral nutrition to fortify them against

Care of the Teeth 


is the second of a series of articles 

by Dr. Samuel B. Moss, naturopathic 

dentist of this city, These articles fill a 
peculiar need. 

Much has been written about various 
phases of health and disease. Problems 
such as nervousness, blood poisoning, neu- 
ritis, rheumatism and others have been 
cussed from almost every angle excepting 
their relationship to the teeth. 

Most physicians have specialized on every 
aspect of health except dentistry. [It is, 
therefore, doubly fitting that we can procure 
a series of articles such as this from a man 
who is not only thoroughly skilled as a den- 


tal specialist, but who also understands the 


drugiess viewpoint of the maintenance of 
good health. 


“We cannot consistently separate the 
mouth and teeth from the body on which 
they are dependent and to which they con~ 
tribute their share of health. Unfortunate. 
ly the popular conception of the teeth is one 
tending to minimize their importance, not 
realizing that they are organs of digestion. 

“It is true that we can live with a few 
or all of the teeth missing, but the body will 
not be at par unless the masticating appa- 
ratus is functioning properly. Food not thor- 
oughly masticated cannot be readily digest- 
ed and assimilated. 

“Proper mastication and insalivation have 
not only a mechanical and chemical func- 
tion, but also influence the flow of gastric 
and intestinal juices by reflex action. 

“The mouth being the portal of entrance 
of all food to the digestive tract, let it be 
understood that a clean and sound mouth 
with well-cared-for teeth are positively ea- 
sential to perfect health. Such teeth, used 
to masticate the food as intended by nature 
will go a long way toward inducing and con- 
serving good health. 

“Under insanitary conditions, we caa 
readily understand how the mixing of the 
food with the toxins (poisonous by-products 
of germ life,) which are so abundant in de- 
caying teeth and in diseased gums, can af- 
fect our health. 

“Many people who are constantly ill and 
doctoring for all sorts of troubles are sim- 
ply the victims of blood poisoning, due to 
neglected mouths and teeth. Nervous dis- 
eases are largely due to these causes. 

“At this time, however, we shall not con- 
sider the pathogenic (disease producing) in- 
fluence of decayed teeth, but confine our 
sel¥Ves only to the ravages of decay upon 
the teeth. 

“To fully understand the subject it is 
necessary to know the different structures 
comprising the teeth. I shall give a short 
description of the tissues involved, so that 
we may understand the terms or names 
when they are mentioned. 

“The enamel or visible portion of the 
tooth is the hardest substance in the body. 
Its function is to resist wear and tear in 
mastication and to protect the softer tissues 
underlying it. 

“Dentin is the substance which forms the 
bulk of the tooth and roots and is very simi- 
lar to bone, only much denser. 

“The pulp (popularly known as the nerve) 
occupies the hollowed center’ of the tooth 
and consists of a nerve and blood supply, 
and emerges at the points of the roots 
known as apices, The function of the pulp 
is to develop the teeth and to supply them 
with nutrition and sensation. 

“The cementum or outer covering of the 
roots is also of bony character and is en- 
veloped by the pericementum, which inter- 
venes between the tooth and its bony 
socket, called the alveolus. 

“The pericementum serves as a cushion 
or shock absorber and also connects the 
tooth with the alveolus, holding and retain- 
ing <t. 

“Caries of the teeth is a germ disease, 
but do not draw the wrong conclusion that 
the germs which are present in our mouths 
at all times, to a greater degree in unhy- 
gienically kept mouths, can produce decay 
or any other disease for that matter, unless 


they are encouraged. Germs im order to _

tact it cannot develop. The greatest prédis- 
posing factors to caries are: First, a diet 
deficient in mineral salts: second, a diet of 
mushy food that does not require vigorous 
mastication; third, a diet consisting of easily 
fermenting foods, such as white-flour prod- 
ucts and commercial demineralized cereals 
with sugar; and last, but not least, improper 
hygiene of the mouth and the consequent 
failure to remove every particle of food. 


“Aside from the inherent faults in the 
ehamel, due to faulty deposition of the lime 
other salts during formation, fermen- 
tation is the greatest factor for the entrance 
of caries. 

“Food left in the mouth ferments easily 
and produces an acid (lactic acid) which in 
time corrodes the enamel and caries sets 
in.

While we are on the subject of diet, I 
want to take issue with the common belief 
that anemic persons must be fed “plenty 
of good, nourishing food,” notwithstanding 
that many eminent medical authorities state 
that the patient should be fed up. The ex 
perience of keen observers have been that 
the degree of recovery is in proportion to 
the quantity of food that the body is ca 
pable of assimilating and utilizing. 

This is vastly different from the huge 
messes of food commonly served anemic pa- 
tients. Many of us are laboring under the 
belief that the more food we eat, the 
stronger we become. Nothing can be more 
erroneous. The digestive system has but 

a limited capacity. All beyond this niaxt- 
mam becomes toxic, unassimilated and un- 
available to the body. 

Consequently, do not make the mistake of 
trying to force the maximum quantity of 
food into the digestive system of the anemic 
patient. His food should be of the simplest 
variety consisting in the main of fruits and 
vegetables of virtually every kind and type. 

Do not for a moment think that the 
anemic patient should be given concentrated 
foods or miixtures such as rich creams. 
gravies, meats, chocolate and others. If he 
is anemic, remember his digestive system 
is equally anemic and concentrated foods 
such as I have mentioned require strong di- 
gestive systems to properly utflize them. 

The objective to be striven for tn the feed- 
ing of an anemic patient is the establish- 
ment of normal function rather than stimu- 
lation. It is much more to be desired that 
the eliminative organs function several 
times per day than it is to furnish food 
which will temporarily invigorate the pa- 
tient, and later produce through 


Internal purification of the blood is far 
more to be desired than loading the blood 
with more accumulated wastes. 

Do not give drugs. There is no drug 
which can replace or even substitute for the 
natural ingredients of the body, even though 
chemical investigation reveals that the blood 
of anemic persons is deficient in iron. This 
deficiency cannot be replaced through a bot- 
tle or a pill or a hypodermic injection. The 
human body cannot assimilate or properly 
utilize dead, inorganic mineral substances. 
Even though millions of dollars are spent 
annually in the purchase of these so-called 
tonics, it has never yet been conclusively 
shown that they are of the slightest use in 
the treatment of anemic diseases. 

The only form in which the much-needed 
fron is available or usable is in the form 
found in the natural fruits and the varied 
kinds of vegetables. For instance, such 
vegetables as spinach, lettuce, celery, 
radishes, watercress and other similar 
greens are very rich in the life-giving min- 
eral stibstances. The difference is that one 
form can be taken by the blood, the other 
form, after acting as a temporary stimulant 
and invigorator, becomes toxic waste, mak- 
ing it meceasary for the much weakened 
blood to diischarge it as a foreign body. 

Seek not health via the route of the drug 
store, nor by way of the hypodermic injec- 
tion of the mysterious tonic which usually 
consists of iron, arsenic and strychnine. 

The customary medical treatment is the 
liberal use of iron and arsenic, two of the 
deadliest drugs used by modern medicine— 
strong stimulants, but still stronger poisons. 

A far more sensible regime for the anemic 
patient to follow is one that incorporates 
the sound principles of a sensible diet, com- 
plete rest and quiet, outdoor sleeping and, 
if possible, a twenty-four hour per day out.

An anemic person needs sunshine even as 
much as the person afflicted with tubercu- 
losis. Sunlight has greater stimulatory and

and arsenic ever compounded. It is Nature's 
supreme weapon and should be applied in 
exceedingly liberal doses. Starting with a 
few minutes per day, the anemic patient 
should be exposed to its life-giving rays for 
hours and hours, of course, after he has 
been thoroughly adapted, and sunburn not 
likely. 

These measures, properly applied, should 
go a long way im robbing this éread 
of its terrors. 


Enlarged V eins 


Dear Dr. Lovell: 

Could you please help me with a very 
important problem? My daughter, sixteen, 
has started to develop a network of very 
fine, highly colored veins on either side of 
her knees. Please tell me, through your 
column, if there is a cure for this. It 
means a lot to me to get right information 
as my daughter is very much interested in 
her work, which is dancing. 

The girl is strong and healthy, and has 
never had any illness. She weighs 120, eats 
well and sleeps well. I do not mind how 
much I have to spend to cure this condition 
if I know I shall get results, but so many 
women tell me there is absolutely no cure, 
and I am very much troubled. The veins 
are very fine and bright red and purple, ana 
have appeared in large clusters at either 
side of both knees. This condition was 
noticeable about a year ago, but very faint, 
but they are gradually getting larger and 
brighter in color. 

I shall await your answer with much in. 
terest and go entirely by your advice. 
Thanking you in anticipation of an early re- 
ply, I am al A READER. 

Several weeks ago I wrote on the subject 
of enlarged veins. I would refer this writer 
to that article. 

Usually enlarged veins are concurrent 
with pregnancy or uterine diseases occurring 
after marriage. Not that they are caused 
by pathological conditions present after 
marriage, but rather that they are coinct- 
dental with it. 

It is somewhat unusual for a girl of this 
age to have this condition present. How- 
ever, to furnish some practical solution is 
the major problem. 

The causes may vary with different indi- 
viduals. In her case it may be excessive 
dancing, perhaps associated with a marked 
carelessness of diet.

The popular understanding of the word 
anemia is usually associated with the pic- 
ture of a pallid countenance, listiessnesa, 
tiredness, dullness and other symptoms of 
low vitality. 

In the strictest sense, this general descrip- 
tion is, to a large extent, true of the disease 
known as anemia. There are, however, 

many individuals who are pale, listless and 
vital strength who are not neces- 
sarily anemic. 

From the technical standpoint, anemia 
merely implies qa lessened quantity of red 
corpuscies or that a less than normal 
amount of red color substance is found in 
the blood. We call this substance “hemo- 


this subject, an understanding of the vart- 
ous types of anemia should be given. For 
instance, we have one type in which there 
is a reduction in the total quantity of blood; 
another type in which the total volume of 
biood is satisfactory but there is a diminu- 
tion of definite kinds of corpuscles.

is necessary before we can fully grasp the 
problems involved in this disease. Hence a 
brief description of the blood constituents 
and their functions will be necessary. 


The blood is made of two main constitu- 
ents; The solid portidm which we call cells, 
and the liquid portion which we call plasma. 
In anemia it is the cells which are usually 
affected. These cells are of two principal 
varieties. 


The white cells present are about five 
thousand per cubic millimeter, and the red 
cells number between four and one-half to 
five million per cubic millimeter. It is these 
red cells which give the red color to the 
blood. 


Were we to analyze these red cells we 
would find that their principal constituent is 
a@ substance which is called in medical 
terms hemoglobin. The redness of each cell 
is determined by the quantity of hemoglobin 
that is present in each cell. When the doc- 
tor tells you that your hemoglobin index is 
80 per cent, what he really means is that 
you have 80 per cent normal coloring sub- 
stance to your blood cells. 


When he tells you that your blood count 
is three million instead of about five mil- 
lion, he really means that to the extent of 
two million corpuscles you are deficient in 
bioed cells. 

Anemia ts a disease more frequently 
found in older people than in the young. It 
is always twice as common in men as ia 
women. Why this shouldeke so I do not 
know excepting, perhaps because men as a 
rule, are more indifferent to their health 
welfare and abuse the laws of good living 
much more frequently than do women. 

Sometimes anemia comes after extreme 
nervous depression or after an acute nerv- 
ous shock, but most of the time the onset 
is very insidious. It is more than likely 
cumulative in effect. The result is the by- 
product of many years of the most hap- 
hazard and indifferent obedience to the laws 
of good living. 

It ts a relatively painless disease and be- 
cause of this it has few symptoms to warn 
us. It is usually upon the individual be- 
fore he is aware of it. A slight paleness, a 
gradual increasing lassitude, an indisposi- 
tion to any kind of exertion, an uncomfort- 
able sensation of lack of fitness a difficulty 
to breathe deeply and rhythmically, fre- 
quent and excessive heart palpitation, 
discoloration of the eyes, and above all, that 
general smooth, blanched and sickly appear- 
ance, not only of the face, but of the mucous 
membrane—these are the main symptoms. 

These general signs of debility and de 
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creasing vitality are the principal external 
symptoms which will manifest themselves 
to the patient. 

It is not until a blood count is made that 
the diagnosis is confirmed. As we consider 
this disease we cannot get away from the 
very definite relations between those ele 
ments which lessen the vitality and the in- 
ception of this ailment. 

When we know how to build the body re- 
sistance to develop the physical 
strength, we shall not be so subject to this 
disease. Consequently, in either its preven- 
tion or treatment the primary causes must 
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pened to feel like it. Mona and Betty 
ways felt like it, being generous of 
braces.

diagnosis of nephritis is usually gtven; that 
is, when albumin is found in the kidney ex- 
creta we usually suspect the presence of 
nephritis or kidney inflammation. 

Thus far you know that nephritis is an 
inflammation of the kidneys. However, what 
takes place when the kidneys are inflamed? 
What is the pathology and abnormal func 
tion when this true condition of disease ex 
iste? 

In our scientific classification of foods we 
enumerate various food principles, such as 
protein, carbohydrates, mineral salts, water 
and fats. All of these principles are neces- 
sary for the maintenance of body health 
and vigor. One of the types of protein we 
call albumin is somewhat similar to the al 
buminous substance or white of an egg. Al 
bumin is necessary toward vital function. 
In the disease of nephritis the leading diag- 
hostic symptom is the loss of the precious 
and necessary albumin. 

It is necessary for one to understand the 
function of the kidneys in order to compre 
hend the relationship between them and the 
discharge of albumin. 

The kidneys are the great filters of the 
blood. It is estimated that four times their 
own weight in blood passes through the kid- 
ney filters every minute, that portion of the 
blood being discharged through the elimina- 
tive organs which the blood seeks to give 
up. In other words, the kidneys separate 
the good ingredients of the blood from those 
ingredients which should be discharged as 
waste. Consequently you can see that the 
kidneys act as the great internal purifiers 
of the blood stream. 

From this viewpoint we can divide the 
constituents of the blood into two classifica- 
tions, namely, essential materials toward 
the maintenance of life and morbid toxic 
wastes seeking elimination. ~ 

«fortunately albumin does not come in 
‘uss second classification. It is not a toxic 
whste. It is a necessary ingredient of the 
blood, and it is only during the conditions 
of kidney inflammation that this precious 
albumin is discharged. Therefore in our 
consideration of this disease the first objec- 
tive is to see that the blood becomes ca- 


pable of retaining its precious albumin. 


Nephritis, however, has still another im- 
portant phase,to its pathology. If. it were 
merely the loss of an ingredient necessary 
to the blood the problem would be quite 
simplified. The loss might be compensated 
for in another direction. The disease, how- 
ever, presents a feature that is considerably 
more disturbing. 

One of the elements which makes nephri- 
tis a dangerous disease is the retention of 
waste products of the blood, which, under 
conditions of good health, are discharged 
almost as fast as they are formed. Even 
though the individual might be able to 
withstand the drainage of albumin from his 
blood, the retention of the toxic wastes be 
comes a great deal more difficult to over- 
come. 

It is this retention which in many cases 
leads to those symptoms commonly under- 
stood as uraemic poisoning and the infiltra 
tion of watery fluids into the tissues com- 
monly known as dropsy. Both uraemic pol- 
soning and dropsy are nothing more than 
the morbid wastes of the blood stream 
which should have been discharged, but 
which, under the condition of kidney infam- 
mation, have been retained in the blood cir 


Angeles. culation. 


In any discussion such as this one should 
understand the factors responsible for the 
kidney inflammation. 

It is a definite rule of pathology that all 
infammation must be preceded by some 
form of irritation. When the irritation com 
tinues long enough it becomes chronic, deep- 
rooted and of sufficient intensity to destroy 
the tissue involved. Nephritis undoubtedly 
obeys these same general principles. With- 
out doubt the irritation exists and since the 
function of the kidney is to act as a blood 
filter and discharger of its wastes, the 
sensible deduction would be that the irri- 
tant substances are in the blood stream. 

Since the blood stream secures its in 
gredients for its nutrition and self-mainten- 
ance from the digestive system, in its ultt- 
mate analysis we can truthfully state that 
disorders of the digestive apparatus will 
— precede inflammations of the kid- 


pe this toxic state may be suf- 
ficient to permit of the development of colo 
nies of germs. When this takes place we 
usually have a chronic or acute germ die 
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ease preceding the kidney inflammation. 
Sometimes this germ disease is tuberculosis, 
sometimes malaria, sometimes scariatina— 
in fact it may take almost any form of bac 
terial invasion of the body. One of the 
most fertile of all causes for the creation of 
nephritis is alcoholism. Most assuredly one 
afficted with this ailment ought not to in- 
duige his alcoholic appetite. 

One should understand some of the symp- 
toms and signs evidencing this disease. 

Although the symptoms will be somewhat 
altered with each case, yet there are many 
points in common that frequently present 
themselves. Usually after a siege of chronic 
or acute dyspepsia, the patient will evidence 
a marked loss of vitality and a general fail- 
ing health. He becomes pale, his eyelids 

and oftentimes he will note puffiness 

and swelling of the feet. Dropsy helps fur- 
ther to complicate the picture. Sometimes 
the tension of the pulse becomes markedly 
increased and often the blood vessels and 
heart undergo hardening. The digestion is 
usually very poor and violent symptoms 
such as vomiting and diarrheal discharges 
may be present. 


Analysis of the urine will reveal it at 


first as being cloudy and loaded with urate 
crystals and albumin. The patient can 
make a very simple test of this condition 
for himself. All that he need do is to 
gently heat a test tube or beaker contain- 
ing the fluid, and a heavy sediment resem- 
tling the coagulated white of an egg will ap- 
pear at the bottom of the vessel, Frequent- 
ly the albumin is quite high and may be as 
much as 6 per cent of the total content, 
These are, in general, the main factors of 
diagnosis which is not at all difficult in the 
medium or advanced stages of the disease. 

Now we come to the most important 
phase of this discussion. Most patients are 
fairly well familiar with the signs and symp- 
toms. “What is to be done?”—that is up 
permost in the minds of those who have 
this ailment. 

If dropsy is present the objective should 
be toward the elimination of as much of the 
fluid as is consistently possible. The pores 
of the skin should be kept open by all 
means. For this purpose various hydro- 
therapy or water treatment measures have 
been devised. Baths, packs and compresses, 
sprays and other water measures have been 
found very efficient. Nude sun baths, taken 


under proper conditions, help immensely . 


in keeping the skin in good condition. It
